Fake Solicitors 


Although the Salvation Army announces that its 1945- 
194fi Greater Roston Maintenance and War Services Appeal 
fnr $400,000 did not get tinder way until September 4th, it 
is already receiving complaints that contributions are being 
solicited by supposed-to-be "representatives" of the Salva- 
tion Army. This, it is stated, is an old story, in some 
cases it seems to l>e a deliberate, organized plan intended 
to deceive the charitably inclined public. 

Also it is apparently true that some of these solicitors 
make no definite claim that they represent The Salvation 
Army, but that they nevertheless allow the public to assume 
that they do. for they solicit and accept contributions with- 
out revealing their true identity. Such solicitors are guilty 
of misrepresentation. They willfully trade on the good name 
and character of The Salvation Army. They collect money 
that otherwise would not be given to them. They divert 
gifts from their intended channels and are a menace to all 
worthy charities supported in whole or in part by the public. 

Iti its campaign The Salvation Army will not have 
hands playing, and it will have no tambourine collections. 
Its solicitors can show their authorization to act as Volun- 
teer Workers and Collectors.

V-J Day 

To many people, undoubtedly, 
Y-J Day seemed like an anti- 
climax. After the wild celebra- 
tion on August 14 anything was 
bound to suffer by comparison. 
Furthermore, many of us had . 
listened to that inspiring broadcast 
I ho previous evening, when Presi- 
dent Truman spoke to the nation 
and General McArthur, Admiral 
Nimitz and other distinguished 
military men gnve us the details 
of the Japanese surrender. That) 
really closed the hook. Sunday, 
therefore, became a day of prayer 
and quiet thanksgiving in homes 
and churches throughout the land. 

NVIiat now? First of all. may 
we never forget those who will 
never conte back to us, regardless 
of how many points are needed 
for h final discharge. One of man's 
greatest faults is his pathetically 
short memory. May those of us 
i whose normal way of life has been 
preserved by our heroic dead and 
by millions of other soldiers, sail- 
ors and marines, be ever mindful 
of our great debt. May we always 
! icmember the families of our serv- 
icemen. especially when we hear 
that they are in nepd. 

Let's get down to cases and see 
what our civic leaders can do about 
some of these post-war problems. 
First, of course, comes the vital 
question of proper employment for 
our returning veterans. Every I 
community will have to help care 
for its own and not lean too heavily 1 
on either the state or the federal 
governmeit. Furl hermore, it must) 
he horn in mind that a large num- 
ber of men will not want to go hack 
to their pre-war jobs, I ho’ they 
may he available. That pose* a 
most trying problem, requiring 
calm, sound judgment. What shall 
we do with these men. especially 
those whose ambition outruns their 
capabilities ? 

Next conies the housing question. 
We read in the papers almost every 
day about some serviceman’s wife 
who is unahlp to find a suitable 
1 apartment or other living place he- 
rnuse she has a child. I wonder 
. if the landlords involved in thpse 
, cases realize that they would not 
have .my proper* v to sell or rpnt 
j in this country of ours except for 
the magnificent service and sacri- 
fice of the husbands of these same 
wives. Let them ponder on Ihnt 
thought. 

A third problem, and perhaps llie 
most important of all. even tho’ it 
affect* only a fraction of the 12,- 
(100,000 veterans who will sooner or 
later return home is that, of re 
habilitation. Our hospitals will he 
desperately overcrowded in the 
near future; indeed, there are many 1 
which are even now unable to 
handle all (hose who require their 
services. Here again there will 
he an opportunity for our Wnl 
leaders to use their influence and 
not wait until there is an acute 
emergency. 

Last, hut bv no means least, let 
•>; remember that when hospital 
facilities are not available or when 
they a re no longer needed, there 
remains the delicate task of re- 
adjustment to civil life in all its 
phases. May we refrain from un- 
consciously hurting those men, who 
-ask neither pity nor charity, hut 
onlv a chance to earn a decent liv- 
ing and own their own home in 
peaceful surroundings. Let us al- 
ways treat them as we onr«clvcs 
would want to he treated if we 
were in their place. 

Pearl Harbor 

1l remained for a young girl col- 
umnist of a Boston paper, Miss 
June McConnell, whom I chance to 
I know quite well, to turn out one j 
■ of the most readable and informa- j 
tive stories I have yet seen re- | 
guiding the Pearl Harbor fiasco. 
She interviewed our Senior Sena- j 
tor, the Hon. Du\ :>i I. \\ nlah, clinic* 
man of the powerful Naval Affairs I 
Committee of the ujiper branch of 
Congress. To him goes much of, 
the credit for the recent release 
of the official Army and Navy 
findings. My renders may recall 
that Senator Langor of No. Da- 
kota, some months ago, collected 
300,000 signatures of citizens who 
politely but firmly requested a 
definite and complete report on the 
Pearl Harbor disaster. It now ap- 
pears that Senator Walsh used this 
petition a« a club, pointing out the 
obvious fact that Congress, soon 
ufte, convening, would unquestion- 
ably demand n full, official re- 
port. 

I wish tu raise two question* at 
this time. First and foremost, 
wlmii are we to do if it becomes 
evident that a fair part of the 
blame belongs on the steps of the 
White House, ns we knew it in De- 
cember. 1941 ? This is a very deli- 
cate matter. However, it is not 
light that innocent men should xtif 
for in order to rover mi men in 
high plac.'*. living nr dead. .Sec- 
ondly, is it not apparent that liter'* 
is something sadly askew in the 
current relationship between the 
Stale Department ami the Army 
and Navy Department*? It just 
doesn’t make sense to have a Sec- 
retary of State send « vitally im- 
portant mes .age to a foreign pow 
e, whom we have never trusted 
WIT HO IT at the same time sd 
vising our military leaders. If 
THAT i* what happened shortly 

before Pearl Harbor, let us *ep to 
it that it never happens again in 
our dav ami age.

What Is This Peace? 

A Sermon For V-J-Day 
by 

THE RKV. MrILYAR H. I It HI.ITKR. D.D. 

Delivered at Newtonville-Weat Newton I'ninn Services at the 
Central Congregational Church. Ncwtonville on Sunday, August 9, 1915 

The President of the United States has summoned the Nation 
to prayer. We are not gathered in our churches this morning to 
celebrate a victory. We have had our celebration, not only in this 
country but in every one of the United Nations, and the picture was 
everywhere the same. In one wild night, milling crowds released 
pent-up emotions in an orgy of joy. 

That was both natural and inevitable. Unfortunately, here and 
there, a normal patriotic demonstration was made the cover for ex- 
cesses of every kind, with a resulting lpss of life and destruction of 
property. 1 prefer to keep in memory my impressions of the follow- 
ing night on the Esplanade when 40,000 people gathered, in a pin- 
drop silence, to listen to a concert which interpreted the deeper emo- 
tions of the United Nations. It was thrilling to hear that great 
multitude join in the Doxology. "Praise God, from whom all bless- 
ings flow." That is a truer picture of the American response to 
victory. 

We have had our holidays, whether they were legal or not. Did 
it not seem to you that a technical error brought a very human 
President close to the hearts of the people? He is, of course, a man 
of the people himself and. as some one has said, "as American as 
corn on the cob.” Nobody cared about the mistafte, not even the 
taxpayers who must foot the bill. Everybody respected the Presi- 
dent for his prompt, straight-forward acknowledgment of an error 
for which a minor official was responsible. That was something 
new in our political history and something wonderfully reassuring. 

Official Y-E Day was an emotional fiasco, and few of us are 
interested in the formal text of a V-J Day proclamation. What 
really matters is that the end of tragic slaughter is in sight. We 
can all fully understand why the President has called us to prayer. 
He has asked us to remember in love and gratitude those who have 
stood between us and the fury of our enemies, and f especially those 
who have made the supreme sacrifice. He ha? asked us to thank God 
that the war is over, and to seek His guidnnee and wisdom in the 
difficult years that lie ahead. 

You will agree with me that there is one phase of this solemn 
observance which must be left to the Ministers of these six churches 
when they return. It is their privilege, and their's alone, to speak 
concerning the sacrifices that have been made, and to pay a tribute 
to those who come back wounded in body or in mind, and to those 
who will not return. This is a pastoral function which no visiting 
Minister can perform. 

There is. however, one question which I venture to ask this 
morning: — What Is This Peace? You will forgive me if I am al- 
most elementary in my answer. I know of no other way to face 
the deeper issues of this hour. 

THE END OF WAR 

This peace marks the end of ten long years of war. Not ten 
years for us, to be sure, but ten years of almost continuous slaughter 
and an unparalleled destruction of property all over the world. Fol- 
lowing the lead of the New York Times, let us refresh our memories 
by a telegraphic summary of these ten years: — 

1935 Mussolini launched his shameful attack upon Ethiopia. 

1936 The insurrection of the Spanish reactionaries, and the re- 

buff to Democracy. 

1937 The beginning of the immolation of China. 

1938 The rape of Austria. "Peace-in-our-time" at Munich. 

China's darkest hour and the flight to Chungking. 

1939 The Nazi conquest of western Europe, and the peril of 

Britain standing alone. This through 1940. 

1941 The devestation of Russia. Pearl Harbor. 

1942 The Japanese conquest of Manilla. Hong Kong. Singa- 

pore. the Netherlands Indies. The grave peril of Aus- 
tralia. 

Then began the mobilization of titanic forces of resistance and 
a miracle in production and logistics. The conquest of North Africa 
and most of Italy. Russia’s irrestible push toward the West, the 
invasion of Normandy and the sweep across France to the Rhine and 
beyond. The absolute military defeat of Germany. 

In the Pacific, all through these years, we watched the painful 
island-hopping with its tragic toll of American lives: Guadalcanal, 
Tarawa, Saipan, the Philippines. Burma. New Guinea. Iwo Jima, 
Okinawa, the attack upon the home islands of Japan, the atomic 
bomb and the Russian advance into Manchuria. 

Ten long years in which 85,000,000 men stood at arms all over 
the world, with 14.000.000 killed and 46.000,000 other casualties — 
and no accurate estimate of the civilian dead. The figures will run 
between 20 and 30 million. The money expenditure passes all com- 
prehension, but that does not matter. And now, by the grace of 
God, we are meeting to rejoice in the dawning of peace. 

As I think of these ten years on all the battle fronts of the 
world, nothing but the strong words of Robert Browning in "Para- 
j ctrlsus’’ seem to be adequate— 

Jove strikes the Titans down. 

Not when they set about their mountain piling. 

But when another rock would crown their work. 

That sort of thing has happened time and time again. In the 
dark hours when everything seemed to be against us, just when a 
few more sinkings would have destroyed our supply lines, just when 
another push would have meant the fall of Egypt and the Suez 
Canal, just when a few miles more in bulge would have given 
Germany hope for victory or, at least, would have piled up the cost 
for us in human life, just when fanatic resistence in the jungles 
and foxholes seemed to threaten advance, Jove struck the Titans 
down. Whatever else this peace may mean, it does mean the end 
of ten long years of war. 

A PEACE FOUNDED UPON FORCE 

This peace is founded upon Force. It is not a peace based upon 
understanding. It rests upon the armed might of the conqueror. 

Germany was overwhelmingly defeated in battle. There is no 
mistake about that and Germany knows it as well as the Allies. 
But Japan has not been beaten to her knees. She has undefeated 
armies of more than 5,000,000 men in the field. Her homeland has 
not been invaded bv a conqueror. She has yielded to fear of what 
Force might do. The atomic bomb and the Russian surge in Man- 
churia compelled her to face reality and to accept the Postdam 
terms. Yet, with Oriental cunning, to save ‘face’, to postpone to 
the last possible moment the final surrender — she seeks delay. She 
may try to assure her own people that this little incident is not to 
interfere at all with her dreams of a co-prosperity regime in Asia, 
and the ultimate victory of the Yellow over the White. 

You and I know that such a peace means only a cessation of 
war. We are sobered by the task which we face: — the military oc- 
cupation of enemy countries with every man always on the alert for 
treachery or for passive non-cooperation, the feeding of hungry foes, 
the slow rehabilitation of national life under the supervision of a 
conqueror, and the educational and political pressures to change 
the mind-set of entire peoples. All that is not easy. 

God only knows what will come out of it all in the years that 
are just ahead. There will be internal troubles even among the 
Allies, there will be differences of opinion as to the techniques of 
administration, there will be wide disagreements as to the ends of 
government. The formal readjustment of boundaries is child's play 
as compared with the task of rebuilding the mind and soul of whole 
peoples — if, indeed, it can be clone at all. 

Let us keep this clearly in mind. Germany is conquered but 
the Nazi philosophy of the omnicompetent State and the dicam of 
: world conquest by the Master Race is not uprooted. It will take 
years to accomplish that and, in the end. it will have to be done by 
i Germans, and not by Americans or British or French or Russians. 
We may accept the myth of the Emperor, but nothing but the total 
liquidation of the military caste in Japan and the imperialistic 
dreams of power-intoxicated industrialists will bring hope of ul- 
timate peace. It may mean the liquidation of the Emperor him- 
i self as the symbol of a National dream. In the end, that must be 
| achieved — not by foreigners — but by the Japanese themselves. 

It is a long road ahead, and our joy today is tempered by the 
awareness of the heavy load we must carry for many years. I do 
I not speak today of the implications or the atomic bomb. There is 
I an amazing story in the current Newsweek which expresses what 
! I feel. Di. Vannevar Bush was explaining the atomic bomb to a 
group of scientists and military men. One of the scientists said 
"I wish it hadn’t worked”, and one of the military men said “Amen", 
j It was worth while if it did save a million casualties, but it may 
j destroy civilization itself. Its secret cannot be guarded, and what 
, we have fabricated by our scientific skill may be turned against tifc 
l within the next two generations. 

However that may be, a peace founded upon Force and Fear is 
I not enough. "They that take the sword shall perish by the sword." 
We must somehow find a better way. 

THE ULTIMATE PEACE 

The Editor of the Boston Globe touched high levels the other 
j evening in his plea for an ultimate peace founded upon righteous- 
ness. "It must be more than a pence of deception and betrayals 
| such as followed the first World War. more than a peace that is 
i permitted to become another interlude between enterprises in human 
. massacres. It must be a pence conceived in mutual cooperation among 
states ami people; » peace that liberates men fiom the evils which 
have begotten this catastrophe; a peace in which equality and liberty 
! join hands with mutual forbeurance and economic justice; a peace 
j which will permit civilization to regain its health and dwell with 
! itself among its own members.” 

That is the word of a layman, but it i? just there that K •• - 
I ligion conies into the international picture. Obviously, we shall 
, never ac'nievi that kind of peace without a change of lieu rt , a new 
I Idrtli, a motivation which roots back in the spirit and impulse of 
I Jesus. The great Unitarian leader, Willian Ellery < banning, was 
i among the prophets: "War will never yield" he said “but to piin- 
ciplcs of universal brotherhood, justice and love, und these have no 
sure root but in the religion of Jesus Christ." 

'1 he sooner we accept the truth of that generalization the hotter 
it will be for the world. Let us make no mistake. \\ « fun a gen- 
ii ution of hatred. It will not be forgotten that American bomb 
helped to lay waste the cities and industries of (L-miany. It will 
not be forgotten that from the United State., • unie the atomic bomb. 
Wc cannot hope that any religious mission from this rouiitiy will 
| m i oinplish much in either Germany or Japan, although theie are 
di hriotian leaders in both countries who have sen-e enough to muke

There will be a 
lot of talk about keeping America strong, and that mnv ho esson- 
j t ml, but little will be said about making her just, righteous, tent-

We might as well fuce facts. Nothing but a reali tic. prophetic 
Church will be equal to the challenge of the next generation. We 
must have, in our pulpit.-, strong, vigorous, prophetic preaching, 
searching analyses of current trends in the light of ethics, courage- 
ous applications of the spirit and impulse of Jesus to contemporary 
life. The false peace of ritual will be as spiritually ineffective as 
in the days of Isaiah of Jerusalem and of Amos. There must bo 
(a genuine evangelism, not sentimental, not maudlin, not sensational, 
i Lut a thorough-going reformation in individual lives, increased de- 
votion to the Church and an out-and-out loyally to tin* Master, no 
matter how we Interpret him in our creeds. This will be the basis 
of the ultimate peace which lies beyond the horizon. 

In February 1944, the Drake University .Seminar issued a far- 
reaching report. We were told blunt I v that "tin* basic difficulty con- 
i' routing humanil\ at this hour is that we have a world-neighbor- 
1 hood, hut no world spirit; a world society, but no world fellowship; 
an association of nation , hut no hiotherhood of man; a world con- 
sciousness, but mi world conscience." The central task of Religion 
would seem to be clear. It is to indoctrinate the age with these 
spiritual imperative-. It must undergird education and political 
policies. There must be a new fusion of faith and culture nnd a 
now trust in the < omnion peoples of the world. 

I began with a theme but with no text. I have been moving 
toward a compelling word of prophecy, a Voice out of the Exile 
which speak - convincingly aero- the centuries to euch one of us. 
It needs no comment. Ii defines our task. You will find it in Isaiah 
58:12, "And they that shall !;• .»f thee shall build up the old waste 
places. Thou shall raise un the foundations of mnn\ generations. 
And thou ‘halt la* railed The Restorer-of-Brokcn Wall-, The Re- 
tailer of Street# for men to dwell In.’’

The Second Eliot Church, which was erected in 1860 and cost 
with its furnishings about 875,000, was destro>ed by fire on Sunday 
morning, January 16, 1887. So rapid was the flame that within two 
hours the building was in ruins. In the afternoon of that sorrowful 
day 600 assembled in Eliot Hall to hear Mr. Henry E. Cobh, super- 
intendent of the Sunday School address the meeting. He said in part: 
"I expected to welcome the Sunday School and congregation to a 
Missionary Sunday School and concert this afternoon, but God has 
ordered otherwise and we sit together under the shadow of a great 
sorrow. Eliot Meeting House is in ashes, but Eliot Church still lives 
and the Great Head of the Church is calling us to greater self-denial, 
a more perfect consecration, a larger activity, a more thorough unity 
of purpose that, thus, our seeming calamity may be turned into the 
greater blessing. Wo are cheered in our trial by the cordial s>m- 
pathy of our sister Churches, who have tendered the use of their 
Churches." Future meetings of Eliot Church were held in Eliot Hall 
until the present Church was completed in 1889. Plans were immedi- 
ately made to rebuild and a general committee of Edmund E. Con- 
verse.- Henry E. Cobh. Charles E. Billings. John C. Chaffin. Andrew 
S. Marsh. John C. Potter. Nathan P. Coburn. Francis Murdock. 
William P. Ellison, Charles S. Holbrook, and Joshua W. Davis, was 
elected with power to raise money, obtain plans, and award con- 
tracts.

Don't Throw Away The Key 

The termination of the war did not bring a cleanout victory 
to the United Nations. The avowed objective of freedom from 
political oppression for which the war was fought, is less in 
evidenre today than at any previous time, not excluding tin- 
era of Hitler. The United States now stands alone as the cham- 
pion of individual enterprise and the exponent of government 
as the servant rather than the master of the people. Over most 
of the world peoples numbed by suffering, seem anxious to be- 
come charges of masterful governments. 

The United States remains the one great nation with pro- 
duction and distribution under the ownership and management 
of private citizens. Thanks to this system, our farmers and 
factories, our retailers and workers — tens of millions of them 
— can make a living independent of government. As long ns 
they can do that they need never fear political oppression. The 
privilege of earning a living unsupported by government hand- 
outs and resultant political “persuasion,” is the key to freedom. 
The people of Europe have thrown away this key. Even in 
England and France, the key is being turned over to government. 

Let's not throw away the key to freedom in our own country. 
Private enterprise, which socialism destroys, may have it- draw- 
backs. But its shortcomings can always be corrected. Private 
enterprise is the source of independent jobs — for employer and 
employee alike. As long as private enterprise exists, govern- 
ment payrolls can be kept to a healthy minimum, and we ran 
tell officialism to go to blazes, without tear of the consequences.

Scenery for the Eliot Church 
Historical Pageant has already 
become an actuality. , The last 
days of August found carpenters 
installing materials ready for as- 
sembling and to delight an Octo- 
ber audience.

Speaking on "The IF in ThrlFt” 
at the meeting on Friday of The 
Newton Rotary Club, Clyde S. 
Casadv, Executive Vice-President 
of the Savings Bank Life Insur- 
ance Council, discussed probable- 
post-war trends in life insurance, 
with particular reference to 1 the 
huge total of U. S. Government 
Insurance now held by members of 
the armed forces, the sizable 
amount of group insurance issued 
to workers in war industries, and 
the development of Social Security 
benefits. 

Mr. Casady expressed tho hope 
that returning servicemen would 
convert at least part of their pres- 
ent Government insurance to the 
permanent National Service Life 
Insurance policies. He stated that 
the cost of Government insurance 
is low, benefits are liberal, and the 
policies contain several valuable 
provisions not obtainable from 
private companies. 

The sneaker predicted a substan- 
tial replacement demand for new 
insurance from those who may be 
forced to drop present protection 
as a result of unemployment or 
sharply reduced income during the 
perioii of readjustment to peace 
time industrial operation. The pro- 
bable termination of many group 
insurance policies during this pe- 
riod will bring home to many 
workers that this type of protec- 
tion is not 11 sound substitute for 
permanent forms of protection, lie 
feels that Social Security pay- 
ments to increasing numbers of 
people who reach retirement uge 
and to widows with children, will 
tend to increase the popularity 
among other persons of both an 
nuities and lift* insurance policies 
providing income to supplement 
such benefits. 

Mr. Casady ulso emphasized the 
fact that insurance needs change 
as a person grows older. A young 
man with h growing family re- 
quires the greatest principal 
amount of protection, whereas 
when the children heroine self sup- 
porting. the emphasis shifts tow- 
ard pi ivlsinn nf income for sup 
port at retirement age.

the building. 

Also interested in the hoys and 
young men of Nonantum he served 
as president and treasurer of the 
Nonantum Athletic Association 
and was a member of the local 
scout committee. 

Returning home this year from , 
his war work he has reopened his i 
law office and is planning to pick ;

That in a democracy in- 
dividuals must learn to act and 
think for themselves in order to 
fulfill their obligations to the com- 
munity and that compulsory mil- 
itary training would stifle indi- 
viduality. It would also result in 
an armament race between Rus- 
sia, England and the United 
States, he said. 

With the coming of the atomic 
bomb, military measures will 
change completely, he concluded, 
and world trends, rehabilitation 
of other nations, if we take our 
share in it, giving of our best, 
will result in a better world.

The Ultimate Heresy 

A Sermon by 

THE REV. MclLYAR H. MCHLITKR. D.D. 

Delivered at Newtonville-Weat Newton Union Service# at the 
Central Congregational Church, Newtonville, on S.-.ndny, Sept. 2, 1943 

In 1938. England was disturbed by the appearance of an irritating 
and most provocative book. Resentment was due to two things: 
it was pessimistic to the core and it was written by a woman. It 
punctured masculine illusions. Men could take Oswald Spengler’s “The 
Decline of the West" in their stride but. on both sides of the Atlantic, 
the same men objected to “Collective Insecurity” by Mrs. H. H. Swan- 
wick. 

Masculine illusions die hard. We like to think that, no ntatter 
what happens, a woman is endowed with such tenderness, such under- 
standing, such idealism, that she keeps hope alive even when there is 
I no rational basis for hope. Somehow we feel that when a woman 
1 loses heart the floor gives way beneath our feet. 

ThRt. I repeat, is a masculine illusion. There is not the slightest 
reason why a woman should not be as pessimistic and ns realistic as 
any man. Perhaps, with greater reason! I recall that Mr. Leonard 
Woolf, one of England's most discerning critics, took this hook apart 
and told us just what were its implications. If Mrs. Swanwick is right, 
he reminded us, then the human race is utterly hopeless. No kind 
of stable civilization is possible. Natural relationships of human com- 
munities must bo those of the wolf and the jackal. The normal 
occupation of men must be the persecution and slaughter of each 
other, and the sooner this stupid, blundering species of bipeds ex- 
terminates* itself by birth control and high explosives, the better it will 
he for the Universe. That was in 1938, mind you. and the atomic 
bomb had its dress rehearsal on August 5, 1945. Since then we have 
I listened to a pessimism more devastating than either Spengler or 
j Mrs. Swanwick ever dreamed possible. The inevitable conclusion seems 
to be that God would he greatly relieved if the human race were to 
wipe itself out in some final, tragic Armageddon. 

The Tragic Doubt 

I cannot believe that God feels that way at all. Let me sum- 
marize two ancient folk talcs of tjie early Hebrews, to illustrate how 
j God really feels about folks. 

When Moses was trying to make a God-fearing nation out of a 
disorganized mass of fugitive, there was an unexpected reversion to 
idolatry. The Israelites made themselves a golden calf and worshipped 
it with all the licentious orgies with which they hnd been familiar 
in Egypt. 

Moses came down from the mount, saw what was going on, and 
his wrath flamed against the people. He broke the tables of the 
Law and ordered the Levites to use the sword. 3000 were slain. Then, 
in an emotional reaction, Moses saw that there was a better way. 
He was moved to compassion and offered himself before God as a 
sacrifice for the sin of the people. There is nothing finer in all litera- 
ture than the prayer of Moses in the 32nd chapter of Exodus. His 
faith in trying to reach out toward the absolute justice of God, but 
a justice tempered with mercy. “Yet now, O Lord, if Thou wilt for- 
give their sin ..." The sentence breaks right there as though the 
man were overcome by emotion — and then he went on "but if not, 
blot me. I pray Thee, out of the book which Thou hast written.” 

It is a great pity that Moses could not have lived on that high 
level. Contrast that incident with the story in the 20th chapter of 
Numbers. At Kadesh, the water supply failed and the people were 
in rebellion. God told Moses to smite the rock ami waters would gush 
forth. The story is terribly mutilated, but evidently Moss lost his 
temper again, and this time he did not pray. He smote the rock 
angrily. “Must we bring water out of this rock for you rebels ” God 
was left out of the picture. He told the people just what he thought of 
them. "As those blows reechoed on the still air, they shivered forever 
the fabric woven by his dreams and hopes. The vision that had allured 
him through the long years faded as light off Alpine suns at sunset, 
and angels were sent to choose the site, beneath the cliffs of Pisgnh, 
where his body should keep guard at the gate of the Promised Land 
which he was not to see.” 

Let us think, then, of what God said to Moses in the 12th verse of 
the 20th chapter of Numbers: “Because ye believed me not to sanctify 
me in the eyes of the children of Israel, therefore ye shall not bring 
this congregation unto the land which I had given them.” 

There are some moral difficulties about that text. Did God punish 
Moses because of an explosion of bad temper, I hope not, otherwise 
it would go hard with some of us in judgment, and God would be re- 
vealed as an intolerant Autocrat. Was it because Moses smote the 
rock twice instead of once. So many think, hut that would make 
God out to he a trivial, piffling sort of God, unworthy of man’s respect. 
What was the matter? What has this ancient folk tale to do with 
modern collective security, and renascent imperialisms, and the be- 
wilderment of the Christian conscience facing a threat of chaos? 

Let us frankly asknowledge that the Quakers and the Sweden- 
borgians know more about this than we do. We are too blinded by 
critical preoccupations. I follow a trail blazed by a great Quaker. 
Dr. Rufus Jones, and I am sure that Emmanuel Swedenborg would 
have followed the same road. “God said to Moses on the road to 
Pisgah, ‘You doubted me but I forgave you that doubt. You doubted 
your own self and failed to believe in your own powers as a leader, 
and I forgave that also. But you lost faith in the people and doubted 
the divine possibilities of human nature — that I cannot forgive. 
That loss of faith in the people makes it impossible for you to enter 
the Land of Promise.” 

That goes right to the heart of this business. The ultimate heresy, 
whether in the wilderness of Kadesh, or in modern England, or here 
in our own land, or in Germany and Japan — the ultimate heresy is 
to lose faith in people and to doubt the divine possibilities in human 
nature. That explains a lot of pessimism and cynicism which is vocal 
today. That explains the unclear thinking of a lot of current dis- 
cussions of the atomic bomb. That explains much of the weakness 
in our own political life. That is why so many otherwise good men 
and womevn feel so hopeless about the future. They have lost faith 
in folks. 

The Rise Of The New Paganism 

This lack of faith in a people as a whole is responsible for the 
emergence of the new paganism. Let us be clear concerning one thing. 
Hitler. Mussolini, Stalin, Franco and the war lords of Japan did not 
win their dictatorships by a coup d’etat. There was a widespread 
bankruptcy of faith in the possibilities of humanity. 

During the summer of 1937, while resident in Oxford, Professor 
Arvik Runestam of the University of Upsala in Sweden said at one 
of our Seminars — “What we face ... is the result of man’s own de- 
1 valuation of himself manifested in a growingly felt need for men to 
! subject themselves to the collectivity, and the leader no matter who 
; he is. That is what produces dictatorships. It is a symptom of 
' spiritual resignation and fatigue, but it is also a depreciation of human 
nature and is entirely foreign to the Spirit of Christ.” 

Let nit* put that into other words. The Nemesis of a loss of faith 
in a people as a whole is a dictatorship. You and I really play with 
fire when we indulge ourselves in a pessimistic view of human life. 
When we cannot trust the people, when we cannot trust what Tenny- 
son calls “the commonsense of most,” we open the door to the Man 
on Horseback. 

More than that — we deal a death blow to Religion. It is clear 
( that God wants to he sanctified in the life of the whole people. That 
' is to say, we believe that there is. a contribution from the people as a 
j whole and not. just from a few leaders. To surrender faith in the 
! divine possibilities of human nature in its collective aspects is to 
surrender the foundations of ethics and religion. There is nothing 
ahead but some kind of political absolutism and some form of nation- 
alistic paganism. 

It is one thing to doubt God . . . that is forgiven. It is another 
| thing to doubt one’s self and one's power of leadership — that also is 
• forgiven. But. when one doubts the people as n whole, he puts himself 
outside the pale of efficiency and usefulness. Moses was no longer 
fitted to lead the people because, in his heart, he despised them. That 
has happened many times in the history of the world. It has happened 
; here in our own country — and not so very long ago. It may happen 
again. 

Faith In The People 

Can we regain faith in the people as a whole? Candidly, I do 
| not know. At the moment the odds are against it. There are two 
! things which always breed implacable hatreds — cruelty and humilia- 
tion. Both are operative today. 

There is, for example, a tendency to indict a whole people for the 
, sins of a few. It is difficult for us to forgive the Nazi devastation of 
! Europe which set the pattern of global war, nor cun we forget the 
unparalleled brutality of the Gestapo. Justice should be meted out to 
i all war criminals in Germany as speedily and as drastically as pos- 
sible. We all have feelings close akin to hatred when we hear of the 
unspeakable barbarities of the .Japanese in their treatment of prisoners 
of war. We could not keep faith with our dead if we permitted a soft 
peace. Those responsible for all outrages against humanity should 
receive the only penalty which is the measure of their crimes. 

But, at the same time, we wonder at the pontifical omniscience 
of men who cannot speak a word of German or Japanese, who have 
no intimate knowledge of the heart <>f either nation, whose contacts 
are pathetically limited, hut who assure u? that among 80,000,000 
Germans .there are no "good” Germans, and that no "good" Japanese 
can be found among 70, ti00, ()()() people. How do they know? 

Why not postpone this rather speculative matter until we get a 
clearer perspective ? It may turn out that German and Japanese 
Christians may rise* t »> the* emergency and help to build a new national 
life, and that latent democratic yearnings may come to (lower. In 
! the meantime, why in the* world do we criticize them because* they do 
' not receive conquerors with open arms or with absolute submission 
e-f spirit. Most of us would feel a hatred horn of humiliation and the 
bitterness of nutional defeat if we wore on the receiving end of the 
conquest. Any change in a national mind-set will take time — and 
the change must come from within, from the people as a whole. 

It is not any too easy to keep faith in people right here at home. 

A great dcul of lip tribute is paid to the common man hut it is sen- 
timental and romantic, and a lot of it conics from pseudo-intellectuals 
who have never wandered far from their ivory tower. 

There are two reasons why it is hard to have faith in the people as 
n whole. In the first place*, we can’t somehow get at the peoph*. We 
are cursed with all sorts of pressure groups which dominate the po- 
litical seem* and stand between Congress and the people at the grass 
roots. Veterans of three wars assert that they will mobilize 7,000,000 
| men in a political him . We have a silver bloc, a farm bloc, a solid 
South, two an<| if Mr. John L. Lewis has his way -three militant 
organizations of Labo,. Wc have lobbies representing huge business 
and industrial group,-, ami even a number of educational and religious j 
1' bhies, Protestant, Catholic and Jewish. It i- hard just now to get i 
, at the people because ?o many stand in the way. | 


Then, within the week, we have been told that the people as a 
whole were responsible for the Pearl Harbor! That has amazing, even 
tragic, implications. It means that the leaders themselves did not 
have enough faith in the American people to tell them the truth— 
and in ample time. The report left so much unanswered. Why were 
ships tied together at the dork where they could not be maneuvered 
easily instead of riding safely at sea? Why was not more done to 
prevent a catastrophe which resulted in the loss of 300(1 American 
lives? If the people were to blame — what data did they have? 
Why was not the truth told? Did the leaders honestly believe that 
these people would not have responded had they been told that war 
was imminent and that we were not ready? Arc wc so insensate 
that nothing hut tragedy could awaken us? That indictment of the 
people ns a whole will not stand. 

There is however a brighter side. Why did England, some years 
ago. repudiate Sir Samuel Home and the French reject Laval? What 
was back of the recent British election which set Mr. Churchill aside? 
It did not mean any lack of gratitude for Churchill’s superb leadership 
in war. It mennt that the people as a whole felt that, their interests 
were not safe — and they spoke decisively. Keen students of French 
life assure us that the regeneration of France will not come from 
clever politicians or brilliant military men but that it will spring from 
the moral steadiness and intense love of country among the peasants. 

I am sure that, in time, the masses of the people in this country 
will speak in spite of all pressure groups, and they will demand the 
whole truth from those who have been chosen to lead. There is every 
hope that we shall witness an uprising in this country of the voiceless 
millions who do not want a government for the people as much as a 
government by the people. We may uncover a lot of unconventional 
elements in a people’s movement, the right to he left alone, freedom 
from bureaucratic controls, and even the right to make a fool of 
one's self if that is really what one wants. 

Is it necessary to say a single word concerning the function of 
the Church? Surely, we should he in the van of every movement 
which returns power to the people and which insists upon faith in 
people ns a whole. This is the only hope for a democracy, and the 
only sane outlook for the future unless we are prepared to bury all 
our democratic strivings and, with them, the teachings of the Master. 
To believe in God, to believe in the inner kinship of the human, to 
believe that the heart of the world is sound, that peoples do not always 
share the tawdry exhibitionism of men who strut in high plnces, to 
believe that right and justice shall triumph, and that love can never 
fail — this is the high calling of the Christian.

500- Year-Old Scroll 
Brought to Newton 
By Rabbi Sherman 

■O 

A sacred Hebrew Sfcroll of 
Laws, saved from a burning syn- 
agogue in Mannheim, Germany, 
in 1938, has been brought to Tem- 
ple Emanuel, Newton Centre, by 
Rabbi Samuel N. Sherman, for- 
mer Army chaplain. 

The scroll, which is over 500 
years old, was taken from the tem- 
ple in Mannheim by the sexton, 
who was shot by Nazi guards while 
running from the flaming build- 
ing. His son turned the scroll 
over to a group of persons leaving 
for America and they smuggled 
it out of Germany. 1 

The burning of the synagogue 
occurred after a Nazi commissioner 
was killed in France by a young 
Jewish patriot and the Nazis or- 
dered all Jewish temples in Ger- 
many to be burned. 


“Our boys are impatient to get 
home,” stated Edward A. Weeks, 
Editor of the Atlantic Monthly, 
who was guest speaker at the din- 
ner held last Tuesday evening in 
the interest of the Advance Gifts 
Division in Newton of the Greater 
Boston United War Fund. 

“Our displaced war workers are 
impatient to get peace-time jobs,’’ 
continued Mr. Weeks, “and people 
in general are impatient to get 
back to normal life.

Are we going to forge; the 2 1-2 
million Frenchmen who have come 
back home from prison camps, en- 
forced labor? Are we going to for- 
get the boredom that our own boys 
are bound to suffer while waiting 
to get their release from the armed 
services? 

“The Untied States is the only 
country in the entire world which 
is now enjoying more prosperity 
than before the beginning of the 
war. We are no longer a people who 
can withdraw to living our own 
private lives; we are now a people 
committed to public life. We are 
community minded and we owe an 
obligation tc those community pro- 
grams which are making our own 
cities and towns a better place in 
which to ’live.” 

Other speakers on the program 
were President Thomas E. Shirley 
of the Newton Community Chest, 
who extended greetings to the gath- 
ering of 150 Advance Gifts donors, 
workers, and friends, and Law- 
rence B. Damon. Campaign Chair- 
man for Newton, who gave a very 
comprehensive statement of the 
needs of this year’s campaign.

Juit about the time the general public came* to the ronclu- 
eion that the good old days are gone fbrever. that high costs 
will prevent expansion, and that it will he necessary for a benev- 
olent government to Jook after all its unemployed citizens. in- 
dustry comes along with some new and helpful plans which 
upset the pessimist s applecart. As evidence of this, the possi- 
bility of a postwar building boom has stimulated interest in 
improved building codes throughout the country, according to 
a report just issued by the National Board of Fire Underwriters. 

While the public has feared the cost of building will he so 
high after the war that the average man cannot hope to own a 
home, the National Board cites that "predictions arc widely 
made that postwar houses embodying materials now generally 
unknown, will be fabricated in greater quantities in factories 
so that they can be quickly assembled on the building site. Vn- 
believablv low costs to purchasers are talked about. 

"The Chamber of Commerce of the United States is on 
record advising cities to restudv their building codes. It is hoped 
that provision may be made to take advantage of technological 
advances resulting from the war effort and the availability of 
new building materials whiclt are in the process of development. 
Lower building costs with the same promise of safety are in 
prospect. 1 ' 

The insurance industry is seeking to keep abreast of the 
times by having building codes in various cities perfected so 
as to facilitate construction along safe lines which will assure 
the lowest possible insurance cost.

City Election 

Somewhat to my surprise I find 
I that there is still very little in- 
terest in the current campaign for 
Mayor. Questions at lending 
drug-stores have resulted in noth- 
ing but a raising of the eye-brows 
and the calm query: — "IS there an 
election this fall? Even in dist- 
ricts where there is supposed to 
be a real battle for a seat on the 
Board of Aldermen, there has been 
no sign of interest. I understand 
that even the Boston politicians 
are having a hard time stirring 
' up the voters, despite the magic 
of the name of Curley on the 
ballot. More about that situation 
in a later paragraph. 

In Newton, the battle-lines have 
j not yet been drawn. However, it 
j is n safe guess that Messrs. Cronin 
and Boyd will devote some little 
attention to the fact that orgnni- 
; zation Republicans used to work 
themselves up to a high pitch over 
I the length of former Mayor Childs’ 
j tenure of service. They used to 
say; — “Does this man expect to 
make a life job of the Mayoral 
business ? That was in the days 
when he was still serving his first 
sixteen year stretch. Later on, 
of course, he served another four 
year stretch, only to be defeated 
by our present Mayor, Paul M. 
Goddard, in the fall of 1939.* To- 
day the situation is that our 
Mayor has finished a six year 
term and is preparing to serve at 
least eight years. That would 
make one-half the length of Mr. 
Childs’ tenure of office, up to the 
time when he retired voluntarily 
prior to Sinclair Weeks’ election. 

How much will this argument 
amount to this fall? I do not 
know. Mayor Goddard has been 
a very efficient Mayor, by and 
large. The war years have brought 
many new problems and recon- 
version will bring still more. A 
good many voters may argue that 
it is best to leave well enough 
alone. Why break in a new chief 
executive in the difficult years just 
ahead ? 

Up to date, one of the leading 
complaints against the adminis- 
tration appears to be the very 
slothful handling of the garbage 
situation. Frankly, it has been 
rather bad. Other cities and 
towns nearby seem to have been • 
more fortunate. Is the system | 
wrong or is it just a case of an 
individual falling down on the 
job ? 

The street department may also 
come in for criticism, despite the 
fact that one or two other com- 
munities frankly admit that we do 
a better job here than they do. 

I am thinking especially of the 
problem of snow removal. As to 
the general condition of our 
streets during the more pleasant 
seasons, I am not so sure. The 
condition of our streets and side- 
walks is far from perfect. The 
point here is to consider the diffi- 
culty of securing adequate help 
during the war years. There is 
also the question of getting proper 
equipment, sufficient gnsoline, etc. 
In other words, it is not fair to 
judge the condition of our streets 
by a comparison with pre-war 
years. 

Another argument which I know 
will be advanced is the handling 
of the famous Tredden case. This 
stirred up a good many veterans 
and it is conceivable that there 
may be repercussions in late Octo- 
ber and early November, when 
campaigning is at its height. 

In connection with the above, 
there is an angle to that situation 
which the opposition will be smart 
to leave alone, lest it act ns a 
boomerang. I think world war I 
veterans will understand whut I 
refer to. 

We come now to the question of 
an alternative to Mayor Goddard. 
The opposition will be obliged to 
do more than merely criticize the 
present incumbent. That is al- 
ways easy and frequently justi- 
fied. The voters will want to know 
precisely what either Dennis M. 
Cronin or Hugh Boyd have to offer 
in connection with their candida- 
cies. It is a fair assumption that 
these two men will shortly en- 
lighten the public. 

Possibly my own views may 
prove helpful. 1 have known both 
men for a long period, tho’ not 
unduly intimately. Both are cap- 
able and aggressive and extremely 
independent. Politically speaking, 
thev know most of the answers. 
For that verv reuson I am sur- 
prised that they have BOTH in- 
sisted on running. They must 
know that a divided opposition is 
just what Mayor Goddard hus 
been hoping for. Either man, 
running alone, would have a diffi- 
cult time knocking off the Mayor 
i this fall. Most observers doubt 
that it could be done. With two 
men attempting to unseat the 
Mayor, it seems to me that he 
need not be unduly concerned. In- 
cidentally, an attempt was made 
to get Cronin and Boyd together 
and arrange for the withdrawal of 
one of them. I was fold that each 
inan appointed a committee of 
live for the purpose of narrowing 
the field. Either the ten men 
never got together or else each 
group sal. tight ami insisted that 
liie OTHER man quit. The net 
result is that there are now three 
] candidates for Mayor. 

Mayor of Boston 

There is one point I wish to 
i make in connection with the cum- 
I paign for Mayor of Boston. The 
! psychology of the anti-Curley for- 
! ces is terrible. One of the weaker 
candidates, tho’ u very fine man, 
i personally, recently made a radio 
•speech on the following topic; — 
"Can Curley be defeated?" It 
has always been my understand- 
’ ing that a candidate wus sup- 
j posed to talk about himself, his 
record and his plans for conduct- 
1 ing tho office which he souks. That 
was the strategy of former V. S. 
.Senator Henr.' Cabot Lodge in 
1936. when he swamped this sunie 
! Mr. Curley, who insisted on talk- 
I mg about Mr. Lodge and his late

Celebrates Victory 
Aboard USS Missouri 


(The following letter was re- 
ceived this week by O. O. Clap- 
per from S-l Oscar Pierce. We 
reprint it here because of its in- 
teresting news content. — Ed.) 

August 17, 1945 

Dear Orville: 

It’s hard to believe, isn't it? 
A few days ago we were at war 
without much prospect of it fin- 
ishing very soon. Now it’s over, 
all except the occupation. 

On the day the official word 
was received, the Missouri, with 
the other ships of Task Force 38, 
was in position for an air strike 
on Tokyo. Since we have been 
in Task Force 38 all along, you 
will realize that this was nothing 
new to us. It was a nice sunny 
day, which is a rare thing in the 
vicinity of Japan, in the sum- 
mer time. The date, for us out 
here, was the 15th of August. 
When the message came we al- 
ready had air strikes on the way. 
Word was flashed to them to re- 
turn and, after we gathered them 
all in, we retired to collect nui- 
wits and await any orders for 
our next move. 

j At eleven o’clock word went out 
to celebrate the occasion by break- 
ing the battle flags. All the ships 
fleyv their largest ensigns and 
I blew their whistles and sirens in 
honor of this great occasion. We 
tooted our whistle with much 
gusto and the Mighty Missouri 
added her bit by getting the 
whistle stuck and continuing to 
toot until the engineers could get 
the steam secured and make mi- 
nor repairs. 

That just about constituted our 
celebration. We continued in an 
alert status because, although the 
war was over, we weren't really 
sure that the Japanese knew it. 
This is very necessary in the for- 
ward areas for it takes time to 
notify all the forces and order j 
them to stop fighting. We have 
been on the front lines for a long 
time now too. 

All of us, here, are certainly 
glad that the war is finally over 
and are anxiously awaiting to I 
get the final details cleared up so 
that we can be on our way home. 
Somehow or other the things yve 
wanted to tell about a few days 
ago don't seem to be as important 
now as they did then. 

Anyway, our last replenishment 1 
period was spent in Leyte Gulf, 
Philippine Islands, where we 
found all our old friends, the ten- 
ders and supply ships, from Ulithi 
Atoll. Ulithi is the atoll in which 
the island of Mog Mog is, that 
I told abouf in my last letter. 
Other than that the replenishment 
period was much the same. There 
was a recreation beach on the 
island of Sanar which was like 
Mog Mog except hotter. 

After our replenishmen; yve 
went to sea and proceeded di- 
rectly to strike at Tokyo. From 
there we went to the north and 
struck Hokkaido and made the i 
Muroran Bombardment that I 
wrote about before. From then , 
till the end of the yvar we have 
made strikes all along the Jap- 
anese coast, so many that they 
are hard to remember. 

Our bombardment group made 
a night bombardment on the Hit 
achi Aras Factory, Engineering 
Works and Copper Refinery near 
Minato on the east coast of Hon- 
shu. This was interesting be- 
cause it was done on a night so 
black and in weather so bail that 
planes could not be used to ob- 
serve the fall of shot. We didn’t 
have any idea of the damage done 
until it was photographed by 
planes the next day and they sent 
us the pictures. To our surprise 
ami gratification we found that 
the damage was extensive and the 
targets were well covered. It i* 
amazing what can be done with 
modern war equipment. We could 
hardly even see the next shin in 
column much less the target which 
was fifteen miles away. 

We are all nroud that we "have 
been able to help yvin this yvar. 
Let us all hope that this will be 
tha lnst turn* that a wai has to 
be won. Many of our friends have ! 
died with that hope. That hope, 
hus carried us through many a 
grinding, grueling day. let us 
pray that it carries those charged 
with formulating and preparing 
the peace to m successful accom- 
plishment of their task. 

Goodbye now, and I hope to sec 
you soon.

Not until we realize 
that there is only one Mind, the 
Mind which is God, is ability lifted 
out of the realm of the mortal into | 
the spiritual. The basic teaching of i 
Christian Science is that Mind is 
God. ail-power, all-presence, govern- ! 
ing His idea, man. and the universe, 
and .that he who accepts and makes ’ 

; ractical this teaching does so in 
obedience to the words and acts of 
Christ Jesus. 

Spiritual Inspiration Is Under- 
standing 

In Job we read, "There is a spirit 
In man: and the Inspiration of the 
Almighty giveth them understand- 
ing.'' This spirit in man is that 
which reveals the presence and na- 
ture of God. Inspiration, or breath- 
ing irv-and that is what inspiration 
means— is the evidence of life. With- 
out spiritual inspiration the true life 
of man is not expressed. This comes 
only as the lesult ot understanding. 
On page 204 of "Miscellaneous Writ- 
ings," we find tills statement by 
Mary Baker Eddy . "Through the ac- 
cession of spirituality, God. the di- 
vine Principle of Christian Science, 
literally governs the aims, ambition, 
and acts of the Scientist." The pur- 
pose o. this lecture is to seek to set 
forth what spiritual inspiration or 
understanding does for him who lets 
It take possession of his thought and 
so rule his life. 

Because understanding is of God it 
is etffery where present and always 
available. "Understanding," we rend 
on page 506 of the Christian Science 
textbook "Science and Health with 
Key to the Scriptures" by Mary 
Baker Eddy, "is a quality ot God. a 
quality which separates Christian 
Science from supposition and makes 
T-uth final." Because it is a quality 
of God, it belongs to man. The 
recognition and acceptance of this 
fundamental fact banfthes limita- 
tion. 

This understanding, because it is 
Ihe inspiration of the Almighty, de- 
bends - in no way upon profound 
learning upon scholarly attainments 
or intellectual gifts He who is the 
least proficient in scholarship can 
lay hold of spiritual understanding. 
Yet it brings the best ol all educa- 
tion, the finest ol al! knowledge. It 
teaches men to appraise what is true 
to reject what L false With spiritual 
understanding there comes the wis- 
dom and power to deal rightly with 
every situation that arises, as Jesus 
continually bore witness. 

Men have sought to understand 
God because of a great longing to 
revere and trust that which is higher 
and greater than themselves; be- 
cause of u desire to know more of 
good; because of a desire to be rid of 
evil, or at least the evils from which 
they wish to be delivered. 

bpirilual Understanding U Dominion 

Jesus came teaching men the way 
of understanding, and because he 
knew more ol God than anyone had 
ever done, he was called the Christ. 
He sought to rid mankind o! sin. 
suffering, and lack, but he did not 
merely ahow •ccasionul dominion 
•ver mortality as hud Moses. Elijah, , 
and Elisha. He overcame every form 
of evil, annullei every material law 
of discord and limitation, and finally 
overcame death and the grave. He 
taught that all nu n who think and 
act from the basis rff Spirit God are 
empowered to overcome in like 
manny, 


In Science and Health Mrs. Eddy 
writes <p. 313': "Jesus of Nazareth 
was the most scientific man that 
ever trod the globe. He plunged be- 
neath the material surface of things, 
and found the spiritual cause." 

Profound scholars and men of 
physical science have worked and 
sacrificed, dedicating their lives to 
delving beneath the material sur- 
face of things." not in search of the 
spirttua but of a material cause. 
Perceiving material pfTccts, they 
hr.ve sought along every channel of 
materia: learning and experiment, 
for causes which would explain the 
universe which would alleviate Ig- 
norance and suffering. Nevertheless 
w.iile they have made great dis- 
coveries. while they have accumu- 
lated and dissected knowledge, and 
in the human realm accomplished 
much, now frequently they have will- 
ingly admitted that the fundamental 
cause of all remained unrevealed. 
They still stumble and feel their way 
amidst much darkness. But this most 
scientific man. Christ Jesus, found 
the spiritual cause of all reality; he 
uncovered all suppositional causes; 
sepnrat ng the true from the fals^, 
he revealed Truth.. ChrLst Jesus 
looked to God. Mind, and accepted 
other direction. 

On page 129 of Science and Health. 
Mrs. Eddy writes. "We must look 
deep into realism instead of accept- 
ing only the outward sense of 
things My friends, the outward 
appearances -how often they involve 
suffering and loss. fear, temptation, 
and uncertalnt: He who looks into 
reality finds the spiritual cause, the 
laws oi health and order; finds 
strength and peace. He finds that 
the inspiration of the Almighty does 
indeed give understanding. He who 
plunges "beneath the material sur- 
face of things" in the way that Jesus 
did. finds that which is the reflection 
of Spirit. He finds the truth about 
man. He finds himself as God's in- 
dividua, idea forever identified with 
Mind, with divine intelligence. 

A woman I know had a small son 
whom she had taken to doctor after 
doctor because he was very delicate 
apd constantly ill. Some of the doc- 
tors she consulted suggested an op- 
eration. but with no least conviction 
of success. At last one of them said 
to her. "Your little boy is too spirit- 
ually mental" (note the words' "for 
tne medical faculty to be able to help 
him. We can do nothing for him." 
And she. in despair, askea. "Then 
what am I to do?" He answered her, 
"You have love, you have patience, 
you have understanding; take him 
home, and keep him with you. and 
perhaps one day he will grow 
strong." « 

Not very long afterwards this 
woman heard ol Christian Science, 
and she told her little boy about It. 
"Why, mother," he said, “nothing 
else but that could be true!" And in 
a very short time he was completely 
healed. Through the revelation of 
Christian Science spiritual under- 
standing had come to her and her 
child in its unerring logic and power. 

Today is the day of Christian Sci- 
ence. It is here for all who seek and 
desire it. because of the discovery by 
Mary Baker Eddy of the laws of 
God The gift is ours and there is 
no one who cannor possess it. It 
enables us to differentiate between 
what is true and what is untrue; it 
shows how-to find and abide with the 
spiritual cause. He who perceives 
that two plus two is not five, but is 
unable to put into effect two plus two 
equals four, does not go very far 
in mathematics. Understanding is 
neither negative nor passive; it is 
continuously positive and active. 

The Human Evidence of Under- 
standing God 

Mrs. Eddy tells as in Science and . 
Health <p. 209.' , "Spiritual sense is 
a conscious, constant capacity to 
understand God." The spirit that is 
in man. the inspiration that gives 
him understanding, is not exercised 
merely by saying that God is infinite. 
Iu is exercised by him who is con- 
sciously and constantly identifying 
himself with good replacing in hu- 
man experience the lie with the 
truth. Understanding God is the 
true consciousness and it Is In this 
consciousness that Jesus dwelt. He 
was. as Mrs. Eddy tells us. "the most 
scientific man that ever trod the 
giube;" and this implies that he was 
also the most practical. There was 
nothing of the mystic, the doctri- 
narian, the recluse, about him. His 
purpose was twofold, and he gave 
the three years of his public life to 
its accomplishment. First he aimed 
to teach men what is Truth; and, 
secondly, to show them how to prove 
it. His words were always accom- 
panied by his works. Spiritual sense 
is knowing and being, and is always 
the result of understanding. "I will 
come and heal Mm." said Jesus. "Be 
whole." "Thou art loosed from thine 
infirmity.” "Ee not afraid.” Why 
could he say this? And how could he 
prove it? He could say it because he 
knew that God is the only cause and 
creator and that evil Is unreal and 
causeless. Spiritual cause had shown 
him that there is none other, and 
that its effect must be spiritual. And 
how could he prove It? Becaase he 
wfcc knew spiritual law. who lived It 
as wholly, as selflessly and consist- 
ently. as did Jesus, understood how 
to bring the powei of the Christ to 
every situation that presented itself. 

On page 200 ot "Miscellaneous 
Writings" Mrs. Eddy says: “It was 
the consummate naturalness of 
Truth In the mind of Jesus, that 
made h la healing easy and Instan- 
taneous Jesus regarded good as the 
normal state of man, and evil as the 
abnormal." 

This divine Science which Mrs. 
Eddy has presented to this age is the 
Science of living; It is the exemplifi- 
cation of the allness of Mind, reveal- 
ing law and action, governed by 
Principle, God. illumined by Spirit, 
inspires of Love. The recognition of 
our oneness with this divine Prin- 
ciple reveals to as the power which 
accompanies it. 

How close now intimate Mrs. 
Eddy recognized her relationship 
with Goa to be. is evidenced in all 
. she wrote and accomplished. This 
New England woman in the middle 
of t le nineteenth century, after 
-(•arching for God through years of 
suffering and Invalidism, found her- 
self as the result o- n severe accident 
on what was believed to be her 
deuthbed Spiritual light from the 
New Testament— from one of Jesus' 
miracles — brought her sudden heal- 
ing Bhe rose uml Joined her house- 
hold. Mrs. Eddy knew that this was 
what the human mind would term a 
miracle To het in her own words, 
it waj "the falling apple" (Rctro- 
■ pee on and Introspection, p. 24) 
She recognized that behind this 
healing as behino all the acts of 
Jesus there must be a law of God. 
She therefore retired from the world 
for three years, to find In the Bible 
ana In cummunioi with God the 
explanation of what this law was 
and how it could operate consist- 
ent!:) ii human affairs For years 
she hod been seeking to understand 
man s relationship to God £>he was 
to find it now in the Science ot 


being. In the laws of divine Principle, 
*to the everlasting benefit of man- 
kind. 

The Discoverer of Christian Science 
Most beautifully In her autobi- 
ography "Retrospection and Intro- 
spection " Mrs. Eddy relates the mo- 
ment when her faith became under- 
standing Her search for the seem- 
ingly unknowable was at an end 
"When the door opened," she writes 
<p 23' "I was waiting and watch- 
ing; and. lo. the bridegroom came! 
The character of the ChrLst was il- 


luminated by the midnight torches 
of Spirit. My heart knew its Re- 
deemer . . . Soulless famine had fled. 
Agnosticism, pantheism, and the- 
osophy were void. Being was beauti- 
ful, Its substance, cause, ancl currents 
were God and His idea. I had 
touched the hem of Christian Sci- 
ence ” 

A study of Mrs Eddy’s early life 
shows that more than anything else 
she had desired to know God. Those 
who courageously unerringly, de- 
termine to know God, even though 
it means the laying down of human 
will, of selfish desire, of personal 
affection of material pleasures, will 
find Him. Spiritual understanding 
results in right decisions. This alone 
is what directs, moulds, establishes' 
our lives. ThL is what reveals the 
ChrLst. 

After Mrs. Eddy’s discovery, and 
from then on through costless 
vicissitudes, persecutions, ana dis- 
appointmenfs, supported by an ar- 
dent. taithful little band of follow- 
ers, but betrayed often by those upon 
whom she would seem to have had 
the greatest reason to rely, Mary 
Baker Eddy pressed on with her 
great adventure, through arid deserts 
of indifference and scorn, over 
mountainous seas of opposition, past 
dangerous shoals and treacherous 
currents of bitter opposition and 
scorn, to world recognition and ever- 
accumulating gratitude from those 
who were beinj healed and rescued. 

Always she was at the helm; al- 
ways guiding her followers from the 
standpoint of Principle; always vig- 
orous, undaunted, boundless In en- 
ergy, in enthusiasm, in confidence. 
To this intrepidity, this fortitude, 
this certain faith in her Cause, this 
measureless love for humanity, we 
owe the establishment of The Mother 
Church and its branches, we owe 
Christian Science in all its multiple 
activities, reaching throughout the 
world. Thousands of men and 
women and children owe their 
health, their happiness, their very 
lives to tills great, this universal gift 
of Christian Science to mankind! 

Evil Without Cause 

There is nothing that seems more 
wonderful to the invalid than to find 
himself suddenly well; nothing more 
welcome to him who had believed all 
was lost, than to find darkness being 
replaced by light. But Christian Sci- 
ence does much more than this. 
While it relieves us of specific ills, 
banishes for us insistent fears, it 
teaches us that there is indeed no 
cause for disease for sorrow; that 
within ourselves is the power to 
overcome them. Christian Science 
teaches us that spiritual understand- 
ing Is dominion, and that this do- 
minion is man’s divine heritage. 

Beliel in duality of power, belief 
that power is both good and evil, 
has beer, the plague and downfall of 
the human race. Men have believed 
in the power ol sickness to incapaci- 
tate them, of ignorance to overthrow 
them, of lack to limit them, of 
danger to cripple them, In the evil 
thoughts of others to undo them, in 
the power of death to destroy them. 
Mrs. Eddy, striking at the root of 
every trouble, declares in one brief 
sentence, "Mankind must learn that 
evil Is not power’’ (Science and 
Health p. 102'. And she alone of all 
teachers, writers, exponents, since 
the advent of Christ * Jesus, has 
shown us how we can learn and then 
prove that evil Is not power 

A young woman who hud been 
brought up in an orthodox religion 
but hue. never found comfort or 
satisfaction In it because It seemed 
to her to offer no logical explanation 
o» God and the universe, sought lur 
ancl wide in other religions, in phi- 
losophy and In ethics, that which 
would satisfy her reason and supply 
her spiritual hunger. But she sought 
in vain Always she cume up against 
this barrier: that men must have 
faith in that which cuuld nut be ex- 
plained that there were certain as- 
pects of God which mast remain u 
mystery, certain questions which 
could not be answered; Uiut evil was 
evidently us great or greater than 
good and there were no apparent 
means of overcoming it Moreover, 
under '.audiug was not a word one 


used In connection with God. And 
all around her she saw tilings going 
on which If God were responsible for 
them, were permitting them, made 
Him Inexplicable. No book she read, 
no one whom she knew, could ex- 
plain tc her why. If God were nil- 
power fill. there setined no way out 
of the miseries and perplexities of 
human experience. And so she 
adopted agnosticism— the meaning 
of which is not knowing— as her only 
logical and honest standpoint. Like 
so many others, she felt it unreason- 
able at.d unintelligent to accept a: 


one’s religion that which seemed 
neither comprehensible nor work- 
able. Ot course this was a negative 
and therefore wholly unsatisfactory 
state of thought, and sometimes she 
was naif inclined to envy the people 
who accepted and even found com- 
fort in religious faiths which were 
neither consistent, comprehensible i 
nor logical. 

And then one day Christian Sci- 
ence cume into her life. The text- 
book of Christian Science, "Science 
and Health with Key to the Scrip- 
tures" by Mary Baker Eddy, was put 
into her hand, and she soon founc 
that tnis was what she had bee: 
seeking. This was the Truth. Her. 
was a book which on its first page 
in its first sentence, spoke of spirit- 
ual understanding. It declared tha: 
it was legitimate and possible t 
know God; tliat His laws were avail 
able in healing and in redemption 
Here the words “Science" and "re- 
ligion" were associated. Here wa. 
one who spoke with authority, witl 
power not with didacticism or fa 
natlcism. but with reason and with 
proof. And not only that. It became 
clear that this must be Truth In its 
final and complete revelation. This 
was the Comforter promised of the 
Master. 

Spiritual Knowing 

Anyone who has read the books of 
great men of physical science and 
philosophy, such thinkers as Kant 
and Charles Darwin. William James 
and Arthur Balfour knows that pro- 
found and significant as is their re- 
search and learning, yet in the 
spiritual realm their writings are 
tentative and exploratory. They 
weigh this argument against that; 
they put forward many theories, 
speculate with regard to many solu- 
tions. because mortal man, unil- 
iumlned by Truth, is accepting a 
universe of matter which Is without 
cause, without possibility of solution. 
In the textbook ol Christian Science 
there is nothing tentative. Here Is 
spiritual knowing as the result of 
spiritual revelation. Here is reason- 
ing from a spiritual basis; here Is 
evidence divinely deduced. Here is 
the inspiration of the Almighty be- 
cause ol understanding. 

In Science and Health we read 
these statements: "Rise in %the 
strength of Spirit to resist all that 
Is unlike good. God has made man 
capable of this, and nothing can 
vitiate the ability and power divinely- 
bestowed on man" (p. 393). And 
again, "If God were understood in- 
stead of being merely believed, 
this understanding would establish 
health" (p. 203) 

Mary Baker Eddy proved these 
facts lor herself. She was healed, 
she neaied others. As the result of 
deep study, of perceiving spiritual 
rules and applying them to human 
affairs she learned to know instead 
of merely believe, and In her writings 
she sets this forth with divine au- 
thority. 

So ir. the place of agnosticism 
there dawned for this searcher t,oi 
Truth the conviction tliut intelli- 
gence cun be satisfied, that faith can 
be based upon understanding, that 
the enigmas of existence can be 
s *lved that there is no evil which 
cannot be destroyed, that there Is 
no obscurity which cannot be 11- 
lumineu. 

In Christian Science we learn what 
was the spiritual cuu-e which Jesus 
found. We learn tliat because of this 
splrituu. cause lie reasoned from no 
mortal premise accepted no mortal 
dictum, acknowledged no mortal 
laws. Indeed, wherever they pre- 
sented themselves, he repudiated all 
material theories unc. fake evidence. 
He recognized for himself neither 
material birth nor death He never 
spoke ol himself us a mortal. Ol Ills 
material body he .aid to lus disciples, 
"I have powei to lay it down, and I 
have power to lake it again." The 
leper was instantly cleansed; the 
paralytic plckf' 1 up his bed und 
walked: the blind saw; the insane 
were restored to sanity. Jesus 
walked on the water; from a few 
loaves and fishes he produced enough 
to feet; thousands He stilled the 
tempest, he cast out sui, lie ruised 


power to heal lay In his love for, his 
understanding of God and man. 
Je: us healed because he loved. With- 
out love there can be no Christ- 
healing. And how did he heal? 
Through his understanding that 
God’s laws are laws of health, of 
harmony, of plenty, of peace, of life, 
of purity. 

Trust in God 

The natural instinct of the physi- 
cal senses Is to judge by whnt they 
see, feet, think they know, and in 
wmeh they have been educated. The 
scientific, the spiritually scientific, 
alone can discern the one and only 
cause, and thus find God who Is 
Spirit, and Ills creation which Is 
spiritual, The Bible Injunction Is, 
"Trust in the Lord with all thine 
heart; and lean not unto thine own 
understanding." But whenever one 
who is uninstructed in Truth Is dis- 
turbed. frightened, afflicted, or in 
any way concerned, he leans unto 
his own understanding, or to Ills 
belief in the situation as presented 
by mortal laws, prognostications, 
and fears. Let Us learn to turn 
swiftly to the divine source of all 
good, lo Hie ever-presence of God. 
Let us trust God alone. This trusting 
Is exemplified by prayer In Christian 
Science He who In every situation 
trusts God Is praying in the truly 
scientifically spiritual sense. This 
prayer of trust, of confident affirma- 
tion. is tin spiritual knowing of 
divine reality. 

An individual, a Christian Scien- 
tist. had occasion .to be traveling 
during war time in waters where 
there was an ever-present menace of 
enemy raiders and submarines. She 
realized that though fortitude and 
control were generally manifested by 
the passengers, yet underneath there 
was a considerable current of fear. 
One or two people spoke of this fear, 
and the Christian Scientist was told 
that it was felt she had something 
which they had not, something 
which mUde for serenity. “What is 
it that you hav. in Christian Science 
tnnt prevents you being afraid?" she 
was asked by one woman passenger. 
The Scientist answered, "In Chris- 
tian Science we learn that we can 
t'ust God implicitly." Her inter- 
locutor, who was a staunch church 
woman, replied: "I have complete 
trust in God, too, but I do not trust 
myself. I do not know what I should 
do or how I should behave If some- 
thing terrible happened." 

You see, thLs individual had a 
sense of herself as separate from 
God. Here is the difference between 
b'ind faith without understanding, 
and the faith which, because it is 
based upon God and man's relation- 
ship to Him. assures us of our safety 
wnatever the situation may be. 

Trusting in God and knowing Him 
to be ail-power and all-presence we 
:now ourselves to be within, not 
without. His trust. The Bible says, 
We love him, because he first loved 
us." We migh equally say, "We 
trust Him because He first trusted 
us" Man is the expression of God's 
trust in Himself. How could It be 
otherwise? Man expresses the quali- 
ties of Mind; he therefore expresses 
trustfulness. The dangers and dis- 
tresses which beset mortals may be 
heroically borne by those who be- 
lieve in but do not ufide r stand God. 
They will be rpet and overcome spir- 
itually only as men khow themselves 
to be one with the divine All-power. 
When, this is accomplished, they will 
understand why the Master could 
say to his disciples after he had de- 
livered them from what appeared to 
be extreme peril. "Why are ye st 
fearful? how is It that ye have no 
f.’.lth?" 

"The line of demarcation" 

On page 505 of Science and Health 
Mrs. Eddy writes, "Understanding is 
the line of demarcation between the 
real and unreal." My friends. It is 
through spiritual understanding 
alone that we learn to discern be- 
tween what God made and what is 
but a mistaken concept of creation, 
wuolly false and devoid of power. 

The whole inherent trouble of the 
human race has been that It has 
accepted two premises, one spiritual 
and the other material; two men, one 
spiritual und the other material; 
two minds, the human and the di- 
vine; and finally two worlds, the 
world of Spirit and the world of 
matter 

Let us picture a line drawn be- 
tween this world of Spirit and the 
world of matter ana ask ourselves 
on which side we are living. As we 
leave tnis building, as we wake to- 
morrow and go forth to the day’s 
demands, will our thoughts be below 
or above this line? Below the line 
is darkness and fear, discouragement 
and resentment, sorrow and loss. 
Above the line is confidence and 
courage, gratitude and peace. This 
world oi joy and peace, of health and 
freedom, was the world which Christ 
Jesus’ spiritual understanding re- 
vealed. 

Mrs, Eddy has explained with 
clarity and eloquence how Christ 
Jesus maintained his understanding 
of spiritual being, never yielding to 
argument, to mortal opinion, or to 
the persecution of the carnal mind. 
On page 36 of "No und Yes" Mrs. 
Eddy writes: "The real ChrLst was 
unconscious of matter, of sin, disease, 
and death, and was conscious only 
of God of good, of eternal Life, and 
harmony Hence the human Jesus 
had a resort tc hLs higher self and 
relation to the Father, and there 
could find rest from unreal trials In 
the conscious reality and royalty of 
his being.— holding the mortal as un- 
real, and the divine as real." 

My friends, in this spiritual re- 
treat, in this resort to our true self- 
hood, we too learn to express in our 
lives the scientific meaning and ac- 
tion of prayer. 

A great writer has declared that 
we do not possess what we do not 
understand. As we understand our 
spiritual selfhood, then we possess 
it. If we do not. then we have not 
yet entered into ownership of It. We 
ure living still In a mental world of 
make-believe; we have no place of 
retreat; we are still more conscious 
of evil than we are of God. 

The Demands of Truth 

Humanly speaking we do not gain 
spiritual understanding easily nor 
mulntuln it without effort. It re- 
quires consecration, devotion, vigi- 
lance; it requires the willing sub- 
ordination of merely personal de- 
shes und selfish Interests. It culls for 
vision; it exucts ulleglance to what 
Is highest und noblest within us. The 
mathematician knows tlmt to suc- 
ceed in must Le exact, not here and 
there, hut consistently. The man of 
Balance knows that there is no fluke, 
no monopoly no corner, so to speak, 
in good. Our Leader has summed up 
In one sentence what Is required of 
those who .seek the only power, the 
only satisfaction uiu. recognition 
that are to be desired, the only 
understanding that is understanding. 
She -aii in Science und Health 'p. 
:i< “To understand God is the work 
of eternity, und demands absolute 






consecration of thought, energy, and 
desire. ' 

To understand God, thought must 
be Illumined by spirituality. Looking 
at the world picture today, the gl- 
gunttc needs of men. the complicated 
problems, the distrusts and rivalries, 
Hie waste places which must be re- 
built. the policies which must be In- 
augurated. men may well ask them- 
selves, Where are the wisdom, the 
patience, the honesty, to be found 
for such a task? And the answer 
must be. In spiritual understanding. 
Spiritually Illumined men will be 
guided even a. was Jesus In ways 
Hint bless and heal. Their energies, 
their desires will be consecrntcd to 
their task, because they have learned 
how .to pray, where to turn for light 
and love and enduring strength. 
Energy characterizes the thoughts of 
him who finds h!s inspiration in 
God. There can be no Individual 
who expressed more energy of 
speech greater vigor of action, than 
did Christ Jesus. Our Leader's record 
of accomplishment shows her to have 
been one of the mightiest workers 
the world has ever known. And the 
energy of splritual-mindedness, 
though It Is mighty, yet how quiet 
it Is, because it is divinely controlled. 

Have you ever asked yourself what 
was the main consideration of Jesus, 
the greatest task which lie had to 
perform? In Science and Health (p. 
50), Mrs Eddy throws the clear light 
of her own spiritual analysis upon 
the subject. She tells us that "the 
real cross, which Jesus bore up the 
hill of grief, wa*. the world’s hatred 
of Truth and Love." And she con- 
tinues 51), "It was the possible 
loss ot something more Important 
than human life which moved him,— 
the possible misapprehension of the 
sublimest influence of his career." 
"Misapprehension”— Jesus knew that 
if there were no spiritual under- 
standing, Christianity would be lost 
to the world. And at that moment, 
ns he core the cross up the hill, how 
little his followers understood. Not 
enough to believe, after all he had 
told them, that he could save him- 
self from death and the grave. Not 
enough even to be loyal to what they 
knew. Not enough to keep them from 
going buck to their fishing, they who 
had been called to be vflshers of 
men." 

You remember how, after the res- 
urrection, Jesus, finding his disciples 
gathered together, "breathed on 
them” and said, "Receive ye the 
Holy Ghost.” That Is, he sought to 
bring them the Inspiration which 
alone Is understanding. Today the 
Holy Ghost has been revealed to us 
In all the fullness of the letter and 
the spirit of the Word. In her text- 
book (p 548). Mrs. Eddy tells us that 
"Christian Science separates error 
irom truth, and breathes through the 
sacred pages the spiritual sense of 
life, substance, and Intelligence." 
This explains the many healings 
which have been experienced 
through the reading of the Christian 
Sciencfc textbook, the textbook of 
spiritual understanding. 

The Healing Truth 

I should like to tell you the story 
of a man who some years ago was 
traveling to Europe by ship to con- 
sult medicnl specialists. He had been 
to many physicians but his suffering 
was in no way diminished, and he 
seemed night and day to be never 
out of pain. A Christian Science 
practitioner who was on the same 
ship was standing on the deck one 
day wnen she saw him coming to- 
wards her. A great wave or compas- 
sion swept over her at his air of 
suffering and despair. She turned 
from the picture he presented and 
looked away out to sea, silently 
affirming the power and presence of 
infinite Love, expressing itself every- 
where always, in health and happi- 
ness, enfolding beauty and light in 
itc vas. creation. She did not realize 
that the sufferer had come and was 
standing beside her, until suddenly 
lie saia, "Whnt were you thinking 
about?' She answered quietly, "I 
was thinking about God." And she 
told him what she had been think- 
ing. He listened without a word, very 
still, standing there beside her, look- 
ing across the wide expanse of sea. 
And then at last he asked, "Where 
did you get those thoughts about 
Cod?" And she told him that she 
had got them from the Christian 
Science textbook by Mrs. Eddy. Then 
he wanted to know how he could get 
hold of this book. She had a copy 
with her which she had brought up 
onto the deck, and she told him he 
could tuke it to his cabin with him, 
and as she had another copy, he 
could keep it that night. 

The next morning when she and 
others were breakfasting, he joined 
them. His whole aspect was trans- 
formed. The look of pain and de- 
spair had gone from his face; his 
step was light; there was a smile on 
his lips and in his eyes. For the first 
time for years he had slept peace- 
fully. He was well. Something of 
the false sense of man as mortal had 
faded away, with its self-inflicting 
pain and misery and hopelessness, 
because something of the under- 
standing which is man, free and 
whole and Joyous, had appeared, und 
with if healing had taken place. 
When rhey parted at the end of the 
trip, he went not in search of doc- 
tors, but in search of a Christian 
Science Reading Room, where lie 
cjuld purchase his own copy of Sci- 
ence and Health. 

In Science and Health Mrs. Eddy 
writes *.p. 485), "Emerge gently from 
matter Into Spirit." Many people are 
Inclined to interpret the word 
"gently' as “slowly." That Is pre- 
sumably what the little boy was 
thinking when he was overheard to 
say as he knelt by his bed for his 
evening prayers, "Please, God, make 
me a good boy, but take Your time.” 
Nevertheless Truth Ls swift, and 
what we understand of Truth we can 
Immediately begin to put Into prac- 
tice. 

False Reasoning 

The most Insidious form of mal- 
practice is that which we turn upon 
ourselves. It is well to remember 
that we ourselves are responsible for 
the beliefs tiiut we accept. Someone 
may say of himself: "I uni very slow, 
i have hud the claim u long time. I 
have so much to work out of." Or 
on Hie other hand: "There Is no 
hurry. I um comfortable, prosperous, 
well thought of, why not go on ns I 
um?" And those who long for free- 
dom and relief and have not yet 
found it, sometimes ask, "If all good 
Is here und now, why do we not 
emerge more quickly, why do we 
take so long und progress su slowly?" 
My friends, so lung us we continue 
to live in matter, to argue and ques- 
tion from a material basis, like Job, 
wi‘ shall never find the answer, we 
shall never emerge. 

In Science and Health Mrs. Eddy 
writes • j). 419), "Meet every adverse 
circumstance us Its master." So long 
as wo believe that evil in any form 
can master us, so long ns we are 
willing to submit to it in any degree, 
so long us we seek material reasons, 
causes, excuses, extenuating circum- 
stances lur its existence, we ure 
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working from the bnafo of a belief 
n its reality and we will suffer there- 
from. Why did Jesus triumph over 
every condition of evil? Because, as 
Mrs. Eddy tells us. he continually 
had retreat Into spiritual selfhood. 
In this retreat, which ls recupera- 
tion, In this continuous apprehen- 
sion of what man Is und its dally 
demonttration, in the refusal of sub- 
mission to the beliefs of materiality, 
the question ns to why progress 
seems slow and sometimes painful 
fulls away. And this is because more 
and more the consciousness of spirit- 
ual understanding, that "line of de- 
marcation between the real und un- 
real," is ours; more and more we are 
aware of reality which Is unfolding 
within 

This line of demarcation is not a 
figure of speech, it ls not an aca- 
demic statement, it is not a philo- 
sophic conclusion, detached from in- 
dividual experience; it is our own 
discernment of the real. This is 
power within us, ever bearing fruit. 

The Mind That Is God 

Man the only man, our true and 
eternal being, representing the Mind 
that ls God, Is the consciousness of 
understanding. YVe grasp this fact 
and so prove it in our lives, ns we 
accept the real of spiritual selfhood, 
and reject the unreal of materiality, 
knowing as we are known of God. 
To have retreat into this spiritual 
selfhood demands unceasing, vigilant 
prayer We nave been shown in the 
textbook and throughout Mrs. Eddy's 
writings what prayer ls. Jesus ex- 
emplified prayer in his own attitude 
towards his Father, towards his 
brethren. Prayer is conscious at- 
one-ment with spiritual reality and 
therefore the inevitable separation 
from what is unreal. Prayer is di- 
vine communion, and In this con- 
scious oneness of God and man we 
walk tr. the way of understanding. 

In this way oi understanding there 
is healing from all ills; there is the 
art and science of living so that our 
relations, whether with our family, 
our fellow-citizens, or the citizens of 
the whole world, will be brought Into 
the control, under the Jurisdiction of 
divine Mind. In the way of under- 
standing our churches will continu- 
ally prosper and attract those who 
, seek to know God and serve Him. In 
the way of understanding will the 
horrors of war and the danger of 
uncertain, precarious so-called peace, 

! e finally eliminated. 

In Science and Health Mrs. Eddy 
writes (p. 496). “Your fruits will 
prove what the understanding of 
God brings to man Hold perpet- 
ually this thought,— that it is the 
splritua* idea, the Holy Ghost and 
Christ which enables you to demon- 
strate, with scientific certainty, the 
rule of healing, based upon its divine 
Principle, Love, underlying, over- 
lying, and encompassing all true 
being. 

My friends, this is the way of 
Christian Science. This ls the way 
of understanding.

today is in use on all combatant 
ships (destroyers, carriers, cruis- 
ers and battleships) of the U. S. 
Navy. Raytheon's SO system is 
found on thousands of large land- 
ing craft, PT boats, attack trans- 
ports anti most auxiliaries, patrol 
craft, etc. 

Both the SG and SO models 
were developed by Raytheon un- 
der the direction of the Navy De- 
partment’s Bureau of Ships and 
from the i utset Raytheon has 
been the exclusive producer of 
both models. 

All the installations have been 
and are being made under the 
supervision of the Navy with the 
assistance of Raytheon field en- 
gineers. During the war Ray- 
theon maintained a staff of 300 
field engineers, stationed in all 
Navy yards and Navy bases 
throughout the world. These men 
visited the ships as they arrived 
in port and checked the opera- 
tion of the radar equipment und 
instructed the ship’s personnel in 
details of operation. They also 
installed improvements and mod- 
ifications of the equipments which 
resulted from lessons learned un- 
der battle conditions. 

Raytheon’s post-war plans in- 
clude the maintenance of a sim- 
ilar force of field engineers ui 
shipyards and leading ports here 
and abroad to install and service 
Raytheon equipment on merchant 
ships.

Eliot Pageant 
Personalities 


Perhaps one of the most com- 
plicated problems which the pro- 
ducers of the Eliot Church Pageant 
hnvo to face is that of lighting. 
And when we look hack nt past 
pageants, we can only realize that 
the October Pngennt will mark the 
hightest point in the development 
of the church lighting. 

One of the earliest pageants 
within the recollection of Dana 
Parks Jr., who is in charge of 
lighting, had for its sole lighting 
effect an old fashioned carbon-arc 
projector mounted on a piano stool 
in the echo gnllcry. This produced 
a glaring, unnatural effect, but 
nevertheless it did mark an early 
advance in the history of church 
lighting. 

The carbon-arc projector then 
grew up into the regular spotlight 
which enlarged nnd multiplied will 
be responsible for the magic light- 
ing of the Pagennt. 

This year the spots will be 
mounted on the beams of the. 
Church as usual, nnd for each spot 
will be a regulator who will be con- 
nected with a central switchboard 
in the south transept of the church. 
Then, by nil intercommunicating 
telephone system, the director of 
lighting. Miss Stratton, and an ob- 
server- in the audience may he eas- 
ily connected by telephone and so 
the production runs smoothly. 

It would be a mistake, however, 
to associate the Pageant lighting 
with that used in regular theatri- 
cal performances. The latter is 
often highly dramatic nnd spec- 
tacular. Rut in the Pageant the 
opposite effect is sought. In other 
words the lighting artists try their 
best to make a scene fit naturally 
within the walls of the church, 
rather than to make a theatre out 
of the church. 

Almost in contradiction of the 
last statement, however, will he the 
highly dramatized scene of the 
burning church. In this scene, per- 
hans more than in anv other, lights 
will take on the surging, mounting 
characteristics of fire.

Government Must Encourage Business Now 

Alter all the talk about tax reduction, one fact stands out 
startlingly clear: Under our present lax laws corporations ore 
taxed to the limit on their net earnings. Then if there is any- 
thing left they are allowed to declare a dividend to stockholders, 
which dividends are immediately assessed the limit by the tax 
collector — double taxation. 

Now that the ballyhoo about taxing the rich is exploded, 
as there are not enough rich people to even make a drop in the 
bucket of our tax demands if all tneir income was taken, it is 
being openly suggested that corporate income taxes* be entirely 
eliminated, nnd that the earnings of the corporation be passed 
on to the stockholders who would then be assessed through 
personal income taxes. 

This proposal is not made to favor corporations, but to 
encourage capital to invest in undertakings which involve risk, 
and which employ labor. 

Congress knows that from now on, government must take 
the lion's share of net earnings — either from corporations or 
individuals. It realizes that before it can tax. someone must 
invest in order to create business. Therefore — tax policies which 
discourage investment and rob the stockholder, automatically 
cut government off from its source of income. 

Yes, the day is past when the tax collector can “soak” 
the few as a means of getting public revenue — ho must now 
formulate policies that will ‘‘encourage” someone to produce 
and earn a profit so there will be many to tax.

But let us not be so blind as to think that these 
sinister forces of evil have ceased to operate. Let us not be so 
foolish as to assume that the real war against these forces has 
ceased, or that we can ever relax, for a single instant, in a con- 
tinuing effort to keep them under control.

Let us, individually and collectively, help our Na- 
tion in the position of world leadership which it has now assumed. 
Let us help in the responsibilities which- such leadership involves, 
by a more intelligent application of democratic principles. Let us 
extend a helping hand, wherever we can do so, to those who 
are in need.

Justice Burton 

j It was no surprise to your col- 
umnist when President Truman 

! appointed the Junior Senator from 
Ohio. Hon. Harold H’tz Burton, to 
the Supreme Court. To be sure, I 
had discussed this matter with 
him very briefly and had been giv- 
en the distinct impression that the 
Senator was extremely happy 
where he was and that ho felt that 
he had a real job to do. Further- 
more, it was obvious from a care- 
ful reading of all the newspapers 
that there were a number of oth- 
er distinguished public servants 
who were being given serious 
consideration by the White House. 
However, Judge Parker front the 
South was given another post and 
Patterson was finally given Mr. 
Stimson’s post as Secretary of 
War. That left the Ohio Senator 
in the No. 1 spot. Personally, I 
a tit delighted for a number of rea- 
sons. First of all, it has been my 
privilege to know the new Justice 
quite well for a good many years. 
Incidentally, he is the only Jus- 
tice whom I have ever known. It 
seems to me that the President 
could not possibly have made a 
finer appointment. Senator Bur- 
ton is a sound, keen lawyer with 
a liberal mind and the capacity to 
grow with the times. That was 
one of the criticisms of the old 
Supreme Court which the late Mr. 
Roosevelt tried so hard to pack 
with New Dealers. There were too 
many men with fixed, rigid views 
on many economic and social the- 
ories. Perhaps we may now ex- 
pect to have the pendulum swing 
back a bit in the other direction. 

Secondly, the Supreme Court is 
supposed to be non - partisan. 
When Justice Roberts retired and 
made room for Senator Burton, 
there were seven Democrats and 
but one Republican, Chief Justice 
Stone, sitting on the Court. Also, 
the Chief Justice owed his eleva- 
tion to the head of the Court to 
Mr. Roosevelt. Accordingly, the 
entire personnel was under obli- 
gation to the current administra- 
tion, if we proceed on the assump- 
tion thnt Mr. Truman is commit- 
ted to a continuance of his prede- 
cessor’s policies. Therefore. th : s 
latest appointment is an indica- 
tion that President Truman wish- 
es to restore some semblance of 
balance to ’ the Court. 

The press comments were most 
interesting. The Boston Herald led 
their editorial page with words of 
praise. David Lawrence of the 
Traveler used up a whole column 
in a discussion of the appoint- 
ment and its significance. Bill 
Cunningham wrote from a slightly 
different angle. He found consid- 
erable political significance in the 
removal of Senator Burton from 
the U. S. Senate. Harking back to I 
the 1940 and the 1944 national] 
elections, he reminded us all that 
Burton was a strong dark-horse; 
for the Presidential nomination in 
G. 0. P. circles. Cunningham ap- 
pears to believe that the new Jus- 
tice might well have become the 
1948 nominee of the Republican 
party. On that basis, President 
Truman may have made a very 
shrewd move in placing the Ohio 
Senator in cold storage. Maybe so. 
My own feeling is -that either for- 
mer Governor Stassen of Minne- j 
sota or some brand new dark- 
horse, possibly General MacArthur, 
will qu'te possibly walk off witn i 
the coveted nomination in 1948. i 

Hearty congratulations, Justice ' 
Burton. You will fill your new | 
post with distinction and you will 
start off with the sincere good ; 
wishes of every man in public life 
who knows you. You chance to be 
the scholarly type rather than the 
political type. It augurs well for 
you and for the Supreme Court. 

City Election 

It seems strange, but the 
amount of interest in the coming 
city election is particularly nil. 
Except for the fact that all three 
candidates for Mayor made a 
point of appearing at the annual 
Chow Night and elect'on of New- 
ton Post No. 48 of the American 
Legion just a week ago, I would 
not know that November 6 was 
i anything but another date on the 
■ calendar. Mayor Goddard, of 
course, was present in his captiv- 
ity as Chief Executive of the city. 
Former Alderman Cronin is a 
fairly active member of the Post 
and m'ght well have been present 
j anyway. Former Ass. District At- 
torney Hugh Boyd, however, is not 
i a particularly active member. The 
thought struck me during the eve- 
ning's entertainment that it would 
1 he extremely interesting to get all 
three men on the same public 
platform. I realize that most poli- 
ticians shy away from a public 
debate, esnecially if they are not 
unduly gifted oratoricnlly. How- 
ever, in this instance, all three 
men are excellent speakers and 
I have had ripe experience in the 
polithical arena. Nobody would 
have any great advantage over

Bureau Helps Adjust 
Home Problems 

Yes, the war is over, but the 
need for the Family Service Bu- 
reau, a Rod Feather Service, to 
act in an advisory capacity to 
service men’s families will con- 
tinue to exist for a long time to 
come. Here is an actual example, 
in the case of little six-year-old 
Jane. 

"The war’s over, and my Dad- 
dy's coming home,” sang Jane 
all the way home* from Camp 
Hideaway in New Hampshire. 

“Won’t he be happy when he sees 
all the things I learned to do at 
camp to help Mummy?” 

“Mummy” had found her tiny, 
vivacious, pig-tailed youngster 
quite a handful after her Daddy 
went away. Jane didn’t see why 
her Daddy had to go to war. She 
heard big. boys talking about all 
the terrible things that were hap- 
pening to American soldiers. She 
became fearful, wouldn’t eat and 
was resentful toward her mother 
who had let her Daddy go away. 

At camp, understanding coun- 
cillors who accepted June as just 
another little girl upset by prob- 
lems too big for her to handle, 
helped her to realize why her 
Daddy went to war and taught her 
ways of helping her mother. Jane 
loved camp but was glad to be 
coming home, so that sho could 
"take care of my baby brother and 
sister and make it easier for Mum- 
my to do all the cooking for my 
Daddy’s coming-home party. My : 
can he eat!” 

V-J Day described by six-year- ! 
old Jane pictured 30 little girls! 
joining hands around the flag 
pole. “We said ‘Our Father’, sang 
‘My Country’ and ‘God Bless 
America’, and then we all cried — 
because we were so .happy.” 

Jane’s Daddy is a member of 
‘lie Army of Occupation, so the 
‘homecoming party will not be in 
the near future. In the meantime, 
the Family Service Bureau will 
stand by ready to give necessary 
suggestions that will help Jane 
continue to understand why their 
home can’t be a united one yet, 
and to help with other home prob- 1 
lems, youth difficulties and family 
dislocations. 


Children Well Cared 
For at Rebecca 
Pomroy House 

A drama of unselfish leadership 
by a group of volunteers so that 
children of service people and war 
workers could enjoy simple com- 
forts, is the story of Rebecca Pom- 
roy House, a Newton Red Feath- 
er Agency. Not only do the chil- 
dren benefit from this Newton 
Agency, but othere benefit through 
women’s and young peoples groups 
which are active parts of the pro- 
gram. * 

“All through the war years, boys 
and girls from nursery age through 
high school have had the benefits 
of our program,” said Miss Helen 
Sandstrom, Executive Director. 
“Our Mothers Club has been the 
only recreation for many over- 
worked mothers during these 
year.” 

“The daily nursery school is 
serving a real need. Mothers 
forced to work while fathers are 
in the service have found the nur- 
sery school an excellent place for 
their children during the day. 

“The children receive the best 
of care including visits by nurses 
of the Visiting Nurses Associa- 
tion, another Newton Red Feather 
Agency. Craft and hc$by groups 
as well as social activities and 
dances are available for older boys 
and girls. 

“One of the summer features of 
the Pomroy House is the day camp 
program operated in cooperation 
with the West Newton Community 
Center, also a Red Feather Agen- 
cy. Children, whose summer 
might otherwise be spent on the 
city streets, get the full advant- 
ages of summer camping through 
this program.” 

In talking of the program, Miss 
Sandstrom continually empha- 
sized the important work being 
done by a small corps of staff and 
volunteer lealers who carry the 
blrden of supervision and instruc- 
tion. ,It is because of their work 
and that of the Board and Com- 
mittees that the Pomroy House is 
able to maintain this fine record 
of service.

Community Council 
Acts as Planning 
Boaid for Projects 

Two of the recent major accom- 
plishments of the Newton Com- 
munity Council, a Red Feather 
Service, are the Citizens’ Advis- 
ory Committee for Returning Vet- 
erans, Newton’s center of inform- 
ation for veterans of World War 
II, and the newly created Newton 
Nutrition Center. The Citizens’ 
Advisory Commitee for Return- 
ing Veterans, now a Red Feather 
Service, was established in 1944 
to coordinate the efforts of all 
agencies and civic groups in mat- 
ters pertaining to veterans. It 
ha served as a model for other 
community groups throughout the 
State and Nation. This project 
was suggested to the Council 
through several of its organiza- 
tion members. The Newton Nu- 
trition Center began in a similar 
manner. 

The Newton Community Council, 
which serves as a coordinating 
group between Red Feather agen- 
cies and as a planning board for j 
city wide projects, is composed of 
66 member organizations repre- ' 
senting the agencies, church 
groups, clubs, and societies. At 
the core of the Council work is a 
Governing Board, which guides 
the various projects and heads 
committee organizations to fur- 
ther the progress of the commun- 
ity. The members of this Board 
are volunteers. Mrs. Barbara 
Stearns, Executive Srscretary, 
serves full time coordinating the 
activities of the Council. 

Among the ninny community 
services offered by the Council are: 

THE RESEARCH COMMIT- 
TEE, Charles O. Richter, Chair- 
man, which recently completed a 
study of sub-standard housing in 
Newton and has made definite rec- 
ommendations. Efforts are now 
turned to studying the problem of 
housing accomodations for return- 
ing veterans and their families. 

THE HEALTH COMMITTEE, 
Dr. Ernest M. Morris, Chairman, 
which is constantly working for 
the good health of the citizens of 
Newton. A subcommittee on In- 
dustrial Hygiene this year func- 
tioned in the Tuberculosis Case 
Finding Program. Practically all 
the employees of Raytheon Produc- 
tion Co. in Newton received chest 
X-Rays. It is hoped that other 
plants will soon take advantage 
of this X-Ray service. 

THE CONFERENCE AND 
STUDY GROUP, James P. Ray- 
nolds, Chairman, which explores | 
through monthly meetings of lay 
and professional people, interest- 
ed in social planning, the needs :

SEN. BURTON, FORMERLY 
OF NEWTON. APPOINTED 
TO SUPREME COURT 

Tho appointment last week hy 
President Truman of Senator 
Harold H. Burton of Ohio to tho 
Supreme Court is of particular 
interest in Newton, as the sena- 
tor is a former resident of this 
city. 


Born in Jamaica Plain in 1885, 
the son of Dean Alfred Burton of 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology and the former Gertrude 
Hi.tz, daughter of the Swiss con- 
sul to the United States, he came 
to Newton at the age of six, the 
family making their home on 
Webster street, West Newton. 

He was educated in the Newton 
schools and was graduated from 
tlie Newton High School in 1905. 
In 1909 he was graduated from 
Bowdoin College, where he was a 
room mate of Senator Owen 
Brewster of Maine. Three years 
Inter he received his degree from 
Harvard Law School. 

He married the former Selma 
Smith of West Newton, a gradu- 
ate of Wellesley College, and they 
made their home in Cleveland 
where he entered the practice of 
law with Thomas Johnson, a 
prominent attorney. During World 
War I he served in France and 
Belgium. 

Before becoming a member of 
the Senate in 1941, he served as 
Mayor of Cleveland. His present 
term in the Senate expires on 
January 3. 

Senator and Mrs. Burton have 
two sons and two daughters, Wil- 
liam S. and Robert S. Burton, 
Mrs. H. Weidner Jr., and Mrs. R. 
W. Adler. His brother, Felix A.

Probably 
twice this amount will he required 
to carry on the year-round work 
of the many social agencies, hos- 
pitals, and youth centers in the 
1,000 or more cities which have 
Community Chests. Of this large 
total, the Greater Boston United 
War Fund, with which our Chest 
is associated, has set a goal in 
this Campaign of $7,750,000, with 
Newton’s share $320,000. 

With the war now over in 
Europe and the Pacific, we wish 
that all of our men and women 
still in uniform could come back 
immediately to take their places 
in civilian life. This, of course, 
cannot be effected immediately; in 
fact, it is very likely that many 
of our Service people will have 
to stay in uniform for some time. 

Until the Service Flags arc 
taken down from the windows of 
every home in Newton, the USO 
will be backing up our boys with 
recreation centers and entertain- 
ment. Until the citizens of our 
Allied Countries have gotten hack 
well on their feet, they will have 
our support. As long as Newton 
people need hospitals and other 
health and family services, we 
shall continue to aid them. As 
long ns the Roy Scouts, Girl 
Scouts, Y. M. C. A. and similar 
organizations continue to get the 
present great results with our 
youth they will have our help. 
As long ns these needs exist, we 
are sure that the citizens of New- 
ton will lend their support for 
these services ‘sponsored by the 
Newton Community Chest. 

The Chest Campaign this year 
is called _ the Victory Campaign. 
To ho victorious, the Campaign 
must top its goal, for the services 
which the "funds are to provide 
must not be impaired. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the work for the 
USO and many other agencies 
must be increased. For these rea- 
sons, 2,500 of our follow citizens 
are now hard at work, raising 
the funds to reach a challenging 
goal to prove once again that New- 
ton still cares.

Boys Scouts Report 
Busy Program 
During Past Year 

— o 

The Norumbega Council. Boy 
Scouts of America, n Ketl Feather 
ngency, serving Newton and Wel- 
lesley boys, hat! a remarkable pro- 
pram of activity and service dur- 
ing: the past year. 

An unusual War Service activ- 
ity was the V-Mail Letter Project 
during: which over 5,000 V-Mail 
letters were sent to Servicemen 
overseas by Scouts of Newton and 
Wellesley. Hundreds of replies 
came back from overseas anil the 
Norumbega Scout exchanged the 
story of his experience at home 
with those of the Serviceman at 
war in all parts of the world. 

Last fall Newton and Wellesley 
Scouts collected more than 600 
baps of Milkweed pod doss — scour- 
ing the countryside for the pods, 
drying them, storing them and ship- 
ping them out to the Midwest where 
the floss was uied in the manu- 
facture of life preservers for the 
Merchant Marine. Norumbega 
Scouts continued the flue record 
of Salvage Collection by gather- 
ing more than 500 tons of waste 
paper during the year. 

An established “Service to Oth- 
ers” project was the distribution 
of literature — during the year ap- 
proximately 75,000 pieces of lit- 
erature were distributed for the 
Newton and Wellesley Chests, the 
American Red Cross, and other 
agencies. The Newton Chest lit- 
erature distribution is a fine ex- 
ample of teamwork whereby the 
Mariners of the Newton Girl 
Scout Council count and bundle 
the leaflets for each district: the 
Red Cross Motor Corps delivers 
the bundles to the homes of Scout- 
masters; and then the Boy Scouts 
distribute the leaflets to each home 
in Newton. 

A highlight of the year in regard 
to War Service was the launching 
of the U. S. Submarine Cattish at 
Groton, Connecticut when a delega- 
tion of Newton Scouts and Scout- 
ers represented the City of New- 
on at the sporsorship and launch- 
ing of the war vessel. The Cat- 
fish was constructed by the Fifth 
War Loan Purchases of the New- 
ton Citizens, and the Norumbega 
Council was delegated by the War 
Loan Committee and the Mayor 
to represent the city at the launch- 
ing. Eagle Scout Peter Cummings 
of Newton Center presented a 
plaque bearing Newton’s name to 
the Captain of the Submarine 
when it was commissioned. 

The Norumbega Exposition took 
place in April at the Newton 
High School. More than 6,000 
people attenled to inspect the pro- 
gram and activities of Cubbing, 
Scouting, and Scfiior Sciouting. 
dramatically demonstrated and 
displayed in fifty booths. A feat- 
ure of the Exposition was the par- 
ticipation of additional agencies 
such as the Newton and Wellesley 
Girl Scouts, the Red Cross, the 
Fire and Police Departments, the 
Children's Museum, and others. 

The Council continued its steady 
growth during the past year — the

NEEDHAM AND WELLESLEY 
TO BE SERVED BY 
NEWTON RATION BOARD 

Five more War Price and Ra- 
tioning Boards in Massachusetts 
will be eliminated on Oct. 1 in a 
continuation of OPA’a board 
streamlining program. 

The move cufs the number of 
boards to be left in Massachusetts 
on Oct. 1 from 78 to 73 key boards. 
Mergmg of the present 361 boards 
into 73 has been made possible 
because of the end of gasoline, 
fuel oil and processed foods ra- 
tioning which removed tremend- 
ous board workloads. The 73 key 
boards will concentrate on price 
control using all resources with 
the exception of the comparative- 
ly small force needed to carry out 
remaining rat-oiling programs. 

The five additional boards to be 
eliminated are: Winchester, Wake- 
field, Needham, Wellesley and 
Danvers. Winchester and Wake- 
field residents will be served by 
the Stonehum board; Needham 
and Wellesley by the Newton 
board; and Danvers by the Bever- 
ly board.

Army Answers 

Q. Is the mother of a soldier 
entitled to receive an allotment 
if she is working -and her hus- 
band is working? C. O., New 
Bedford. 

A. The mother may receive a 
Class E allotment from the sol- 
dier, that is an amount of his pay 
to which no allowance is added 
by the Government. Family Al- 
lowance is paid to a parent when 
the fact of dependency exists, and 
this fact must be established by 
certificate before payment is ap- 
proved and paid. 

Q. Can a Massachusetts boy 
who was inducted into the ser- 
vice receive the Massachusetts 
State bonus? M. S. f Taunton, 
Mass. 

A. In order to receive the 
Massachusetts State bonus, the 
person on whose behalf applica- 
tion is filed must have been a 
resident of this State of at least 
six months immediately prior to 
j his induction, and his induction 
' must be credited to this State. 
i The writer may wish to make in- 
I quiry to State Adjutant. Provi- 
j lienee, R. L, for information as to 
' ally benefits which may be paid 
to servicemen by that State, 

Q. A soldier in the service 
for almost three years ami 35 
years of age in November 1945, 
when he applies for discharge 
will the Army keep him for 90 
days? E. M. L., Fall River. 

A. The present policy is to dis- 
charge men in that category as 
promptly as possible. There may 
be some delay if the man is over- 
seas or in an essential position, 
but there is no regulation which 
requires that a man obtaining dis- 
charge on this basis wait a period 
of 90 days if it is possible to dis- 
charge him sooner than that. 

Q, My husband has been in 
the Merchant Marine for three 
years. He is 21 and we have 
one child. If he leaves the Mer- 
chant Marine, will he be draft- 
ed into the Army? O. B., Mil- 
ton. 

A. The drafting of a man into 
the Army cornea under the juris- 
diction of his local draft board. 
That is the only agency which 
cun give you information as to 
whether or not your husband 
would be subject to induction. 

(J. We have three children. 
My liushund is in the Philip- 
i pines. Can he get out because 
of the children or Hill lie have 
to nail until be gels enough 
points? R. P., Burlington. 

A. The three children give 36 
points credit to your husbuml. He 
would not be eligible for discharge 
on this basis alone. He is also 
entitled to one point for each 
' month of service and one point 
'for each month overseas, and live 
| points for each battle star and for 
I certain awards.

A. If you were discharged at 
your own request to accept a posi- 
tion in essential industry, you are 
not entitled to receive mustering 
out pay. 

Q. My son has been in the 
Army three years with one 
year overseas, and he has one 
child. He also has 6 battle 
stars and good conduct medal., 
How many points has he got?' 
R. H., Saxonville. 

A. Your son has 36 points for 
total service, 12 for overseas duty. 
5 for each battle star, 12 for the 
child, nu points foi* the good con- 
duct medal. This gives him a 
total of 90 points. 

Q. My husband is just being 
drafted into the Army. We have 
not lived together for the past 
two years; am I eligible for the 
Government allowance? K. N., 
Manchester. 

A. You are entitled to receive 
Family Allowance if you are not 
legally separated or divorced from 
the soldier. If there is a legal 
separation, it would be necessary 
to have a court order for support 
in order to receive the Family 
Allowance. The necessary forms 
will be furnished upon request 
to Personal Affairs Branch. First 
| Service Command, Boston 15, 
| Mass. 

Q. I received Family Al- 
lowance until my hushund was 
discharged in July. Our baby 
was born in June, but I was 

not able to olituiu a copy of the 
birth record until a few weeks 
ago. Can I apply for Family 

Allowance for the baby now for 
July? T. W Boston. 

I A. No, you may not. The ap- 
plication of Family Allowance 
should have been fi!6d prior to 
! date of discharge of the soldier, 
1 without the birth record if neces- 
sary. but may not be filed now. 

Q. My boy friend is going 
overseas and says he’ll make an 
allotment to me to saw* for 
him. Can he do this? J. B„ 

Roslindale. 

A. No, lie cannot. The soldier 
may authorize a (.'lass E allotment 
only for a relative, u dependent, 
to be d( posited to .i bank In his 
own name or that of a relative 
or dependent, or for payment of 
commercial insurance premiums.

Newton Schools hnve started 
their campaigns to furnish Hospi- 
tal Units at a cost of $3,000 each 
for our wounded veterans through 
their purchasing of War Savings 
Stamps and Bonds during the Vic- 
tory drive. This is the last of the 
War Lonn drives and we hnve been 
asked to lonn our money to Care 
For Him Who Shall Have Borne 
The Battle. 

One of the war’s greatest vic- 
tories is the triumph of skilled 
medical treatment over wounds, 
illness, and disability. The credit 
for lives saved and futures kept 
hopeful belongs to the medical 
corps of all armed services. But 
the miracles of medicine are pnid 
for with BONDS. 

No one can even guess at the 
huge sums of money which will be 
needed to provide care and com- 
fort, and a new chance for life and 
health for our sick and wounded 
in service. A late summer check 
showed that there were more than 
3001000 patients in Army Hospi- 
tals throughout the United States 
and about another 100,000 in Navy 
hospitals. None of us knows how 
many others are still to be brought 
home from overseas areas. It costs 
an average of $5 pcs day to keep n 
man in an Army or Navy hospi- 
tal.

Gill Scouts Taught 
Home-making, 
Citizenship, Etc.

Everybody talks about the re- 
sponsibilities of today’s young 
people but very few persons have 
bothered to ask the children them- 
selves what they think about it all. 

The Girl Scout organization has 
bothered, however. Last spring 
all Scout members — more than a 
million girls and adults — were ask- 
ed to list things that they wanted 
to do in order to become better cit- 
izens in today’s changing world. 
To our knowledge this is the first, 
time that such a nation-wide poll 
has been taken by any youth agen- 
cy. On the basis of their replies, 
the national and local Girl Scout 
plans were made. In effect they 
are a design for citizenship made 
by American girls for American 
girls. Girl Scouts are eager to 
build international friendship by 
getting acquainted with girls from 
other lands through meetings, cor- 
respondence and programs that 
will interpret the aspirations of 
people of all colors and creeds. 

In accordance with Scout tradi- 
tion, citizenship means service as 
well as privilege. Americans who 
look beyond victory to lasting 
peace will find in the Scout organ- 
ization one of the best means for 
building that peace. For here is 
an opportunity for women who 
have left their volunteer war ac- 
tivities to continue the good fight. 
In spite of our wonderful growth 
here in Newton there are still wait- 
ing lists of girls who want to be 
Scouts but who lack leaders. Many 
women who learned the joy of serv- 
ice and of doing something useful 
during the war years will not be 
content to be idle now. The New- 
ton Locnl Council, a Red Feather 
service, hopes that a goodly num- 
ber of these will find their way to 
the Girl Scout office at 297 Wal- 
nut street, Newtonville, and that 
this year all girls who want to 
he Scouts in our city may be tak- 
en care of. Training in leadership 
techniques and Girl Scout meth- 
ods is available this fall. 

Here in Newton we have 114 
troops which means over two 
thousand girls working and play- 
ing together, learning the funda- 
mentals of homemaking, citizen- 
ship and patriotism. They are 
community-minded as well as 
world-minded. They assist at the 
Hospital, they send Treasure 
Chests of books to children of 
Europe, they perform office tasks 
for local agencies, they contribute 
to a World Friendship Fund in 
the name of their founder (Juliette 
Low). They work and live and 
learn together in the out-of-doors. 
They become self-reliant and cap- 
able. 

Our local camping season has 
just ended successfully, with groups 
of gjrls reaping great recreational 
benefit from both the day camp 
and the regular established sum- 
mer camp.

Citizens' Advisory 
Committee Aids 
Discharged Veterans 

- — o — 

The Citizens’ Advisory Commit- 
tee for Returning Veterans, utter 
more than a year of operation as 
a Red Feather agency, iinds itself 
facing a greatly increased oppor- 
tunity for service. This arises 
from the ending of both the Her- 
man and Japanese wars, and the 
consequent release of very largo 
numbers of men and women from 
the armed forces. 

At the date of our last count. 
1122 veterans on the Newton list 
had been discharged. An address 
outside of Newton is reported for 
200 of these, but many of them 
are living in nearby communities 
because they a"’ unable to find a 
place to live in Newton. Of the 
total discharged, 2-17 — or 22%— 
have been interviewed by the Cit- 
izens’ Advisory Committee. If 
the armed services go through with 
their plans for discharge during 
the coming year, more than 2500 
veterans will be returned to New- 
ton. Even if no larger percentage 
comes to the Committee for advice 
and help, that will mean some 
800 new cases, and with a tighten- 
ing employment situation, a min- 
imum of 1000 seems a conserva- 
tive estimate. 

The Committee is making plans 
to handle this increased work. The 
files which have been built up from 
information furnished by question- 
naires prove an excellent source of 
educational and occupational in- 
formation, and provide many 
short-cuts to the solution of a vet- 
eran’s problems. The Committee’s 
panel of lawyers, and the members 
of the Mayor’s Committee on Em- 
ployment offer the best possible 
legal and vocational assistance. 
The Veterans’ Services Department 
of Newton and the Boston office 
of the Veterans’ Administration 
are always available. Nearly all 
Red Feather agencies of the Com- 
munity Chest have been called oh 
at some time to assist, and their 
handling of veterans has been thor- 
oughly satisfactory. 

To give an idea of the Commit- 
tee’s approach and methods, ami 
to illustrate the scope of assist- 
ance called for and the necessity 
of providing such help, we pre- 
sent a resume of four interesting 
cases of the past year: 

CASE A. This soldier had no 
disability recorded and no prob- 
lems. but just wanted a photostat 
of his discharge papers. lie was 
not looking for employment. After 
a month he returned to say he had 
taken a job which was to start two 
days biter, but that u week before 
he had had an attack of malaria, 
and he was afraid other attacks 
might jeopardize his employment. 
An appointment was made with a 
doctor who confirmed the malaria 
record and advised him to get in 
touch with us if another attack oc- 
curred. This did happen a few days 
after he started work. A doctor was 
called and a Red Cross ambulance 
obtained to transport him to the 
Veterans’ Administration Facili- 
ty. West Roxbury, for hospitaliza- 
tion. His claim for disability 
compensation was filed immediate- 
ly. As a result of this case the 
Chairman of the Citizens Advisory 
Committee sent a letter to all vet- 
erans having any record of mal- 
aria, whether officially noted on 
their discharge or not, advising 
them to report any recurrent at- 
tack through this Committee of- 
fice, or direct to Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration. 

CASE B. This man was a resi- 
dent of a distant State, but mar- 
ried u local girl after his discharge 
ami settled permanently in Newton 
because of what ho believed the 
favorable employment conditions 
in the Boston area. His first visit 
to the Committee office was because 
of his health. He was employed 
in local defense plant, earning good 
money and saving it, but not feel- 
ing well. An anpointment with 
the doctor revealed stomach ul- 
cer . service-developed, and the 
reason for his discharge. The doc- 
tor prescribed and obtained extra 
ration points for a special diet. A 
‘ momh later, "B" returned, having 
lost his defense plant job when 
hostilities with Japan came to an 
end. From information obtained 
ut our first interview, we found 
that he had a background of spe- 
cialized merchandise training. Our 
office called a firm in u neighboring 
town, known to he employing such 
men, and he immediately secured 
employment. Now he is arranging 
for u loan under the Gl Hill to buy 
himself a home in Newton. 

CASE C. The veteran was dis- 
charged with u high disability rat- 
ing due to wounds which necessi- 
tated his w firing employment 
where lie could sit most of the 
time. He appealed to us to help 
him find a poh. His education, 
which was along technical lines, 
had been interrupted by war serv- 


ice. He was referred to two mem- 
bers of the Mayor's Committee on 
Employment who suggested lends 
which provided part-time free- 
lance work in his field. With this 
established, he returned to school 
under the auspices of the B.I. Bill, 
and is completing his academic 
training at the same time that he 
is working at his trade under con- 
ditions suitable to his physical dis- 
ability. 

CASE D. This is an older man. 
employed in a responsible posi- 
tion. He first came to us to find 
out if he could collect his muster- 
ing-out pay, and it was explain- 
ed to him that he could not do this, 
as he had requested an over-age 
discharge to accept essential civ- 
ilian employment. The case seem- 
ed closed here. However, six weeks 
later he telephoned us that he had 
been served with a summons. He 
was referred to one of our Com- 
mittee of Lawyers, who arranged 
a satisfactory settlement out of 
court. Again the case seemed clos- 
ed. But nearly a year later he 
returned with a serious domestic 
problem, asking if we could again 
arrange for legal advice. From 
the nature of the circumstances, 
it seemed beter to send him to the 
Family Service Bureau for con- 
sultation. They took the case and 
handled it to a satisfactory con- 
clusion. 

These illustrations are typi- 
cal of the problems which veterans 
bring in, and the solutions are 
typical of what the Committee has 
been doing and hopes to be able to 
do for an even greater number of 
Newton’s ex-servicemen and wom- 
en. 


Newton Evening 
Schools 


The Newton Evening Schools 
will open on Monday, October 1, 
with a greatly expanded program. 
Registration will be on Monday 
evening, October 1, from 7 p.m. to 
0 p.m. Evening sessions will run 
from 7 p.m. to 9 p.m., two or three 
times per week, and afternoon ses- 
sions from 4 p.m. to 6 p.m. Classes 
will also be held on Saturday 
mornings from 9 a.m. to 12 noon. 

The school year will be divided 
into two semesters of eleven weeks 
each: First half from October 1 
to December 13, 1945. Second 
half from February 25 to May 17, 
1946. 

Courses, with a few exceptions, 
are free to residents of Newton. 
Non-resident pupils will be charg- 
ed twenty-five cents per hour ex- 
cept in State-aided courses where 
the tuition is paid by the muni- 
cipality in which they reside. 

Courses will be as follows: 

VOCATIONAL (Practical 
Scientific) 

Mathematics, physics, chemistry 
for nurses, electrical testing, me- 
tallurgy, time motion, mechanics 
electronics and refrigeration. 

COMMERCIAL 

Bookkeeping, accounting, rea 
estate, income taxes, shorthand- 
stenography, office machines, typ- 
ing. 

TRADE EXTENSION and 
PREPARATORY 

Machine drafting, architectural 
drafting for carpenters and 
builders, tool design, machine 
practice, auto-mechanics, graphic 
arts, welding, radio, cabinetmak- 
ing, electricity, stationary en- 
gineers, stationary firemen, and 
janitors. 

ADULT HOMEMAKING and 
HANDICRAFT COURSES 

Tailoring, dressmaking, millin- 
ery, slip covers, furniture repair 
and refinishing, tray painting, rug 
making, wood carving, jewelry, 
comprehensive homemnking, foods 
and knitting. 

There will ulso be courses in 
distributive occupations, general 
courses in adult education, parent 
education, and adult civic educa- 
tion.

Helping a Service Man's Family 

Mrs. S. was brought to the at- 
tention of one of our conferences 
by an interested neighbor. She 
was emotionally upset and disturb- 
ed. Her husband, who is in the 
service, had just been sent over- 
seas. She had three small chil- 
dren. and was expecting a new 
baby shortly. She had been in 
this state a short time and had no 
friends or relatives here. Plans 
were made to assist her in budget- 
ing. arranging for one of the 
youngsters to attend a day nurs- 
ery. and housekeeping service was 
given during her confinement. 
Providing for an Elderly Lady 

Mrs. A. is a 79-year-old woman 
'whose daughter is physically un- 
able to care for her. While par- 
tially handicapped by an organic 
disorder, Mrs. A. is able to be up 
and about. As a result of a visit 
by two members of the St. Vin- 
cent de Paul, arrangements were 
made for her placement in the 
Home of the Little Sisters of the 
Foor. 

An Unfortunate Home Situation 

Mary Lou is an eleven-year-old 
gi-.l of a divorced mother. The 
whereabouts of the child’s father 
are unknown. The mother’s sec- 
ond husband has also left the home, 
which is very inadequate from 
every viewpoint. Mary Lou is a 
bright child, with a high I.Q. and 
a pleasing personality. She re- 
acted violently to the home situa- 
tion by fainting wpells. Doctors 
an;l psychiatrists agreed that the 
child must be placed away from 
her own home. After investiga- 
tion by one of our volunteer work- 
ers. a foster home was secured. 
As a result the solution was a hap- 
py one.

Star Medal 

Comdr. Lloyd B. Osborne, 
USNR, of Honolulu, Air Traffic 
Co-ordinator on lhe staff of the 
Commander-in-Chief of the U. S. 
Pacific Fleet, has been awarded 
the Navy's Bronze Star Medal by 
the Commander, Amphibious 
Forces, U. S. Pacific Fleet, for 
distinguished and meritorious ser- 
vice during the assaults and cap- 
ture of Saipan, Tinian and Iwo

The citation accompanying the 
reward read: — 

“For distinguishing himself by 
meritorious achievement as Sup- 
port Air Commander for an am- 
phibious group from June 1944, to 
April 1945, during the assault 
and capture of Saipan, Tinian and 
Iwo Jima. Through his capable 
co-ordination of artillery fire, air- 
sea rescue operations, combat air 
operations and anti-submarine 
warfare, he rendered an outstand- 
ing performance of duty. lie per- 
sonally planned and directed re- 
pented air strikes against nearby 
enemy airfields and kept them ef- 
fectively neutralized. He was also 
responsible for the location and 
safe landing of numerous dis- 
tressed planes. With gallant de- 
termination forceful leadership 
and technical skill, he contributed 
immeasurably to the success of the 
assault operations. His conduct 
throughout distinguished him 
among those performing duties of 
the same character.”

For Winter Clothes 

The Newton Thrift Center, a 
Red Feather Service, is the col- 
lecting agency and central clear- 
ing house for community service 
groups in our city. Requirements 
for clothing and pther articles are 
increasing from such organiza- 
tions as the Family Service Bu- 
reau, Newton District Nursing. 
St. Vincent do Paul Societies. 
Newton Department of Public 
Welfare, the churches and other 
reputable agencies. 

During the war, the main duty 
of the Thrift Center was salvage 
collection, since the need for cloth- 
ing and furniture decreased. Now, 
however, the demand for clothing 
i and furniture is growing in im- 
' portance. 

As winter arrives, the need for 
warm clothing is becoming acute. 
Children have someimes been kept 
home from school and have been 
denied the privilege of playing 
outdoors because they didn’t have 
; the necessary snowsuits or win- 
i ter clothes. When your Newton 
; agencies, churches and schools hear 
| of such cases, they appeal to the 
Thrift Center for the articles which 
are needed. Therefore, it i.s im- 
portant that everyone who has 
personal belongings which have 
I outgrown their usefulness remem- 
ber to call the Thrift Center— LAS. 
2112. 

The yellow Thrift Center truck 
with the bright red letters makes 
daily collections and delivery trips 
i throughout the city. Waste mate- 
rials such as paper, rags and met- 
al, is collected and sold to help re- 
duce operating costs. In fact, 
lo t year sales from salvage pro- 
v i'>"d 50 T • of the costs of running 
the Newton Thrift Center.

The Greater Boston United War Fund Victory Campaign 
is opening with an outstanding dinner meeting at the Newton 
High School, September 28, at 6:30 p.m. 


NeSvton’s goal this year is $320,000. The Greater Boston 
goal is $7,750,000. 


The Campaign dates are September 27 to October 9. New- 
ton has set a closing date eight days earlier than the Greater 
Boston wind-up in an effort to get its share subscribed in a 
twelve-day period. 


The Campaign theme this year is “Now Is the Time.” 
Though selected last Spring, it is a particularly appropriate 
theme for this campaign. 


The total enrollment in Newton has surpassed the quota 
set for 2400 workers. Each year about 2500 citizens are en- 
listed in the Newton Community Chest volunteer soliciting 
units. 


26,317 prospects have been listed for personal calls in con- 
nection with this Victory Campaign. In 1945, 19,540 sub- 


scriptions were received. 


Sunday, September 30, will be Red Feather Sunday with 
churches cooperating by devoting part of their services in the 
interests of the Fund and the Newton Community Chest. 


There are 288 Red Feather Services in the Greater Boston 
Community Fund. These agencies are located in Boston proper 
and in 51 outlying communities. 


Approximately three quarters of the funds raised in the 
Campaign go to Red Feather Services, and the balance to Na- 
tional War Fund Agencies. The Newton Agencies budget for 
1945 was $200,257.

Fred Rust's Book

New City Directory 
List Nearly 
46,000 Names

Newton hu.s it new city directory 
regardless of wartime handicaps. 

The 1945 edition, now being del- 
ivered to euberibers by R. L. Polk 
<& Co., is a volume of 736 pages 
listing 45,823 names. This count 
considers the names of man and 
wife as only one name, and eight- 
een was continued ns the min- 
imum listing age. 

Prominent throughout the pages 
of the directory are the names 
of service men and women, some 
of them now returning to civil life, 
but the majority still scattered 
over the world. All arc listed at 
their home addresses, with initials 
to denote the branch to which 
each is (or was) attached. Thus 
the city directory stands ns publ '2 
historical evidence of their serv- 
ice to the country, both for the 
far future and for the more im- 
mediate record as they* settle to 
civilian occupations. 

Other features in the Newton 
“yearbook” are the designation of 
tenant-owned homes, marital sta- 
tus and heads of households; also 
the listing of the given names of 
wives, one-line obituaries for 
adults deceased since last edition, 
and a reprint of Newton’s new 
postal zone guide. 

Newton’s variety of enterprise 
is shown in the classified pages of 
the directory, where 354 groups of 
business are cataloged from "Ac- 
countants” to “Yarns”.

All Newton Music 
School Serves Com- 
munity thru Music 

The present season of 1945-1946 
marks the 35th anniversary year 
of the All Newton Music School, a 
Red Feather Service, and plans 
are under way to commemorate in 
some suitable manner this mile- 
stone in the history of the school. 
Miss Elizabeth Fyffe. Founder and 
Director Emeritus, is still very 
active in an advisory capacity, and 
will have an important part in the 
anniversary celebration. 

For many years prior to the 
founding of the Community Chest, 
the Music School was supported 
by a group of public spirited citi- 
zens of Newton who believed that 
music study of a high quality 
should be made available to all. 
The school has always been an or- 
ganization offering superior musi- 
cal training, with opportunity for 
supervision and friendly coopera- 
tion in its various groups us well 
as individual instruction of the 
highest order. 

The school keeps in close touch 
with former students, offering 
opportunity for them to return for 
participation in the various music 
groups or for refresher work on 
their special instrument. During 
the war years, many former stu- 
dents and faculty members serv- 
ing in the armed forces or other 
services, corresponded regularly 
with stuff and faculty members of 
the school and dropped in for a 
visit while home on leave. Need- 
le:;* to say, they always received 
a royal welcome not only from the 
staff, but from the boys and girls 
as well, who gathered around ask- 
ing questions and showing great 
interest and admiration. 

When word was received from 
Private Parfait of Texas, driver of 
the field ambulance which had 
been purchased by the bonds sold 
during a drive sponsored by the 
Music School, the whole school 
was thrilled. The most recent let- 
ter about the ambulance came 
from Pfc. Warren L. Serverin. It 
is dated “Huschlorn, Germany, 
August 18, 1945" and reads as 
follows: 

“Ambulance B-12 of Co. B. 309 
Med. Br, 89th Infantry Division, 
bears a metal plate which reads: 
‘Field Ambulance, presented to 
the United States Army by the 
All Newton Music School, Inc., 
Newton. Mass., through the pur- 
chase of War Bonds. 1 

“Wo in Co. B feel that you would 
be pleased to hear that this am- 
bulance which was actually paid 
for through the loan of your mon- 
ey has served the army and us 
well. Last November it evacuated 
casualties of the 89th Division 
who drove the width of the Sieg- 
fried Line. During January and 
February of this year, it saw ac- 
tion in the ‘Battle of the Bulge.’ 
Then it was with us on the drive 
from the Ruhr to the Rhine and 
finally from the Rhine to the Elbe. 
It has been hit many times by 
shell fragments but it never failed 
us when the going got tough. I’m 
sure that you are pleased to know 
that your ambulance has been in- 
strumental in the saving of many 
lives."

Community Center 
Nearly 4 Decades Old 

As the West Newton Community 
Center begins its thirty-ninth year 
of work, it does so with gratitude 
that the world it ut peuce, and 
with high hope that this agency, 
with its emphasis on character- 
building and service, will help 
make our community anil nation 
worthy of the men and women who 
have nmde our rejoicing possible. 

In the Portable Building behind 
the Davis School the work of the 
new season is again beginning. 
Memories of summer linger as boy3 
and girls discuss the days at camp 
in Cochiluate, as women talk of 
their canning, or exchange news 
of their sons and daughters in the 
services. 

Last spring one group of Com- 
munity Center women, with Miss 
Gertrude McCallum, the director, 
had a memorable part in helping 
provide for their neighbors across 
the ocean. A number volunteered 
to help sort and pack some of the 
mountains of clothing collected in 
this community for disribtuion by 
UNRRA. One woman, scrubbing 
her dirty bands, said, "Isn’t it 
grand to have a chance to hplp 
women and children we’ve never 
seen, in a eounry I never heard of 
till the war came.” 

Another group of women, mem- 
bers of one of the Center’s most 
active clubs, went off to the beacli 
one hot day in early summer. For 
many of these colored women their 
dip in the Atlantic that day wns 
their very first. They might’ never 
have seen the broad and beauti- 
ful beach had they not found 
friends at the Center who urged 
them on to the high adventure of 
“going in all over." 

Men and women volunteers are 
needed to make the Center’s work 
efficient, its play pleasant. As one 
watches the dancing classes, it is 
so very evident that young people 
taking part in this activity are 
doing it because they love to dance. 
The absorption of the boys in the 
woodworking class is pleasant to 
behold; the interest shown in the 
classes given in crafts, cooking ami 
sewing reward both paid and vol- 
unteer teachers with a real feeling 
of accomplishment. 

This Red Feather Agency strives 
constancy to build habits of serv- 
ice and fellowship in the hoys and 
girls who enter its doors. That the 
Wast Newton Community Center 
succeeds in this lofty ideal’ has been 
proven again and again. Quiet 
helpfulness unselfish service by 
man to his fellow man. is the or- 
der of the day in the Center, and 
in the homes which te Centpr 
serves. For this end we work: our 
purpose is to make happy and use- 
fnl citizens in a good community.

Policies of Ihe Newton Public 

Schools Regarding Hallowe'en 
Parties 

"We concur with the purposes I 
and objective* of the Recreation I 
Department in sponsoring and di- I 
renting the annual Hallowe'en Pur- j 
ties in Newton. With the parents, 
the Chamber of Commerce and the I 
American I<egion, the schools stand i 
ready to cooperate on a voluntary I 
basis to make the parties a suc- 
cess and secure the results de- 
sired. Since this is an out-of- 
l school educational experience, it 
naturally follows that it be sup- 
ported wholeheartedly by the staff 
of the public school- 

Below are suggested working 
bases for this support and an ex- 
planation of the relationships which 
should exist between the Recrea- 
tion Department, which is the spon- 
soring agency, and the school?.

Interesting Coins 
Being Exhibited 

— o — 

Doris Carley has a loan exhibit 
of interesting foreign and United 
States coins on display at the 
Newtonville branch of the New- 
ton Free Library on Walnut 
street. 

One rase contains coins from 
the United Nations, and it is in- 
teresting to note that some are 
minted from genuine silver, and 
others from substitute metals, in- 
cluding such items as: 

The British Farthing, the Rus- 
sian Kopek, the Czechoslovakia 
Haleru, the Greek Lepta, the In- 
dian Pico and Anna, the Dutch 
Stiver, the Danish Skilling, and 
a Nepal, the world’s smallest sil- 
ver coin, ami many other less 
well known denominations. 

The second case shows United 
States coins, including three un- 
circulated sets of 1944 from the 
three mints at Philadelphia, Den- 
ver. and San Francisco. 

There is also a complete series 
of the Washington 25c pieces, 
and a complete type set of 47 
commemorative 50c pieces run- 
ning from the Columbian half 
dollar of 1892, down to the 1937 
coin and commemorating the Bat- 
tle of Antietam. Ad so shown is 
the set of type coins of cents, 
large cents. 2c and 3c pieces, and 
the modem Jefferson nickels. 
Last, but not least, is an example 
of the famous Massachusetts Pine 
Tree Shilling and also the raijer 
and not so well known Massachu- 
setts Oak Tree Shilling, both bear- 
ing the date of 1652 and some in- 
teresting samples of ^he early 
State coinage of ?hassachusetts, 
Vermont, asid New Jersey, and 
the unique Washington cent with 
the head of Washington on both 
sides.

Club has a membership of 1000 
and provides games, instruction, 
etc., of 29 diversified types to boys 
, of 26 nationalities. In connection 
with health supervision the homes 
of 390 boys have been visited. 

The fresh air camp "Wonder- 
land" had an attendance (one sea- 
! son) of 2,116 and served 88,766 
i meals. Of the campers 1,293 re- 
1 ceived medical clinic attention. 

The Evangeline Booth Home and 
Hospital during 1944 admitted 
2,169 patients and the shork 
brought in 837 babies; 32,371 days' 
care were given and 196,675 meals 
; served. 

The Men’s Social Service Cen- 
ter registered 330 and dispensed 
137,832 meals. Others in the 30 
institutions, departments and com- 
munity centers did equally com- 
mendable work. 

This year’s Greater Boston ap- 
peal for $400,000 to help in this 
, highly creditable work is now be- 
I ing made. From reports and in- 
! formation before me; and from my 
personal knowledge of the effi- 
, ciency, and unselfish devotion of 
The Salvation Army officers who 
direct these humanatarian activi- 
ties; I am convinced that this is 
a mogt worthy cause.

tion from the O.P.A., are likely to 
be for some months. Although the 
needs of the armed forces have 
been materially reduced and al- 
though the Newton quota for ‘ires 
during the last few months has 
enabled the Board to take care 
of all applicants, more cars are 
coming on to the road and the de- 
mand for civilian purposes is in- 
creasing to an extent that bids fair 
to exceed the available and ‘sti- 
mated supply. Rationing Boards 
are instructed to observe O.P.A. 
regulations carefully and will con- 
tinue to do so. 

Reductions thut have been made 
in the clerical force make prompt 
attention tto many telephone calls 
and extended correspondence im- 
possible. Car owners will avoid 
vexatious and sometimes serious 
delays by giving attention to the 
following items. 

1. Tires must be inspected, as 
formerly, before any application 
can be considered. This does not 
apply to Grade III (used tires) 
for which no certificate is required. 

2. Tires must be recapped when 
possible. This rule is still in force. 
The inspector is required to state 
in his report whether or no the 
tire or tires to be replaced have 
been previously recapped. If not, 
he must state why this has not 
been done. Applications are be- 
ing received with no statement of 
reasons for failure to recap. All 
such must be rejected and the 
Board is instructed in cases of 
need, to require a new inspection 
by another inspector. 

Car owners should examine their 
inspection report to sec that it is 
complete. 

3. O.P.A. Form R-l (revised) 
is still in use for tire applications 
but present conditions call for 
different treatment. The Board is 
required to classify all applications 
according to comparative essential- 
ity and this makes explicit data 
essential. 

The requirement that an appli- 
cant employed by a firm with a 
Transportation Committee must 
have his application certified by 
such committee is no longer in 
force but the name of the firm 
and the nature of its work should 
he given in the space formerly used 
for certification.

Your Nowton-Wclleulcy Hospi- 
tal is maintained to rivp hospital 
care to you and your fellow citi- 
zens of Newton- and Wellesley 
without profit and as a commun- 
ity service. 

It ’s managed by representative 
citizens of your own neighboring 
community under the financial ex- 
amination of your Community 
Chest. 

A great number of your fellow 
citizens and probably you yourself 
have, of your own free will, pro- 
vided funds to build and equip 
this hospital. Except for this, the 
cost for hospital care would be 
greater. 

In case of need it senes you 
and others of your community, 
whether or not. you or they can 
afford to pay the regular rates for 
such service. 

For the year 1944 your hospital 
would have operated with a defi- 
cit of about $57,000 except for 
your contributions through the 
Newton Community Chest, the 
Wellesley Community Chest and 
the Wellesley Hospital Fund. 
There would be a deficit every year 
except for such contributions. 

There would be no deficit in any 
year if every patient paid for hos- 
pital care more nearly in propor- 


Similarly there has been much 
appreciated volunteer service un- 
der the direction of the Hospital 
Aid Association. 

Funds available to make possi- 
ble allowances from regular rates 
have been limited. In consequence 
allowances have, in some enses, 
had to he less than appeared to 
bo needed. In some cases there has 
had to be rejection of applications. 
It has been possible to make al- 
lowances only for those being in j 
greatest need. 

The allowances made during the | 
year 1944 amounted to about $82.- 
000. These allowances were made 
possible ( 1) by income of about 
$22,000 from endowments given 
over the years by generous and 
public spirited people — and given 
for this purpose (2) by income of 
about $3,000 from miscellaneous 
sources and (3) by awards from 
the Newton Community Chest 
($47,395), the Wellesley Commun- 
ity Chest ($7,479) ami the Welles- 
ley Hospital Fund ($2,000).

tor to the Community Chest that 
a substantial part of his contri- 
bution is used to give hospital 
care to those fellow citizens of 
Newton and Wellesley who can- 
not pay as much as the regular 
rate or who can pay nothing? 


tion to cost. 

Bnt, many who seek and receive 
hospital care do not have the 
means to pay even the regular 
rates. 

And so. after investigating 
ability to pay in the ease of each 
applicant, many are g'ven hospital 
care for less than the regular rate, 
which rate approximates or is 
substantially less than the actual 
cost. Similarly, in many other 
cases, the patient pays nothing. 

It should be understood that 
physicians and surgeons on the 
active medical staff and consult- 
ant 1 * give their services to ward 
patients and to outpatients with- 
out charge. 

It should be understood, also, 
that more than a thousand women 
and men have been giving — and 
are continuing to give while the 
need exists — generously of their 
time and strength as volunteers — 
and, of course, without pay — to 
serve at the hospital as nurse's 
aides, Grey Ladies, orderlies and 
in a variety of other capacities. 


It can safely bo predicted that 
if the voluntary hospital fails to 
provide adequate care for the sick 
and injured who cannot pay the 
regular rates, it* will be success- 
fully urged that the voluntary hos- 
pital has faUed in its obligation 
to the community. Then, it may 
be expected, the government will 
provide adequate care. This will 
be paid for through taxation and 
be under government management 
and control. It is confidently be- 
lieved that the people of Newton 
and Wellesley prefer the preser- 
vation of volunteer support and 
private management.

Sgt. John L. Scott, AAF, wna 
kiled in action over Belgrade, 
Yugoslavia on April 16, 1944 ac- 
cording to word received by his 
wife, Ann Kingsley Scott, of 55 
Arnold road, Wellesley Hills. 

Sgt. Scott was graduated from 
Colgate University with the class 
of 1942, where he was n member 
of Delta Kappa Epsilon fraternity 
and played on the football team for 
throe years. He entered the service 
in 1942 and went overseas in April 
1943. He received the Air Medal 
and Silver Oak Leaf Cluster. 

Besides his wife he is survived 
by a two year old daughter, Linda 
Ann; his parents, Mr. and Mrs. C.
